IF the Author of the following Memoirs, had 
propofed to himfelf no better End than the 
Dete&ion of a mercenary and injudicious 
Compiler of hiftorical Fragments, he would furely 
have no great Title to public Favour: His Merit* 
at beft, would be inconfiderable ; but he had a 
nobler' and more interefting Objeft in View.

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p>pular Phrenzy, taguc Principles, and the Luft 
of Dominion, minglirig early with our ecclefiafti- 
cal Contefts ; and that the Chriftian Doctrine, 
which fatally had fo little Influence before thofe 
Contefts began, had fa much lefs after their Com- 
mencement ; that Protejlants and Papifts s Church- 
men and Puritants have not fcrupled, on almoft 
every Occafion, to load their Adverfaries with odi- 
ous Crimes, and ftill more odious • Principles ; 
fonru indeed too enormous to be avowed by any 
Party, and yet fome too common to all, but con- 
fpicuoufly fo to eacby as each could, by Fraud or 
Force, obtain the dangerous Power of giving the 
Law and the Gofpel of the Times. This was not 
all. He beheld alfo this Torrent of Party -rage 
driving the ftrong and the Weak equally before 
it, and the ableft Men of every Denomination, as 
little capable of refilling the Ignominy of pervert- 
ing Truth in the Heat of public Anirnofities, as 
the Compiler abovernsntioned, or any other Retailer 
of hirtorical Scandal like bim 9 fo long after every 
fuch Animofity fubfided. 

To give a true Idea of thefe Fa£ts • to fhew, 
by the Ufe made of them, how long we have been 
the Dupes of fharneful Prejudices, for the fole 
Gain of thofe who impofed them, to our own 
Undoing \ to root up fuch Diftin&ions as have 
ever operated to Mifchief, and to reftore that Har- 
mony which it hath at all Times been the Purpofe 
of Party to break, was the chief Defign of the 
candid Author of the following Memoirs. This, 
I fay, was his true Motive. The Writer he op- 
pofes had evidently another ; a fhameful, and (it 
is to be hoped) an impotent Defign to fpread 
Hates, perpetuate Rancour, and opprefs the Liv- 
ing by the Abufe of the Dead. With real Sor- 
row we find ourfelves obliged to make fuch a 

Charge ; 
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Charge ; and the Circumftances in fuch a Writer's 
Cafe rauft be the more aggravating, if notoriously 
he fhould be employed at the public Ex pence, for 
other and better Purpofes ; not to mijlead his Coun- 
trymen by fcurrilous Invectives, or poifon their 
Minds by ecclefiaftical Slander ; but to beal"D\\\- 
fions, remove ill -grounded Prejudices, and detect 
Error by zfair Circulation of hiftorical Truth. 

To extenuate the known Guilt of any Party, 
or applaud the Mif-rule of public Oppreflbrs, it 
equally the Averfion of the Gentleman, who pre- 
fents us with the following Memoirs, and of the 
Dialogue Writer he defends. It may be proper, 
in this Place, to open the Source of thofe Party 
and national Evils, to which both have confined 
themfelves. 

The* Conipieft of Ireland (as it is called, im- 
properly enough) was effected in the Days of Bar- 
barity and Ignorance. This Nation, long wafted 
by its own ariftocratical Confufton, and little . 
mended by the too weak Monarchy erefted on its 
Ruins, yielded to a foreign Government, planned 
on the Guilty and introduced by the Fraud of one 
of the national Chiefs. Our People changed from 
bad to worfe : Inftead of Protection, they found 
a wanton Exercife of lawltfi Power : Inftead of 
Peace, a mercilefs War made upon human Nature, 
for three hundred and fifty Years, without Inter- 
miffion : Inftead of clement Governors, purchafed at 
the Expence of exhorbltant Poffeffions, a Set of 
truculent Free-booters, who denied the Natives the 
Benefit of the EngUJb Laws, and of all Law. 
Thus hath this Nation been treated ; and, thus 
delivered over to utter Excifion, no Wonder if a 
People fo devoted, fought Redrefs in frequent In- 
surrections. As far as the cruel State of Anarchy 
* ' B 2 eftabiilhed 



. tflablifhed. amongft them permitted, they fought 
and found fome Redrefs in Refiftance. They made 
Efforts to regain the Bleffings of Liberty and Go- 
vernment, by the Means of Force, when they, 
found it vain to feek thofe Bleffings by any other ! 
In Truth, all the little Happinefs they enjoyed, for 
near four hundred Years, they owed to the fad 
Expedient of Infurre&ion alone ! 

It may be ;well worth the While to confider, 
that this State of Things was not owing to the 
Inhumanity of one ecclefiaftical Party againft ano- 
ther \ but to the Inhumanity of Pajifls againft 
Papijts. It fhews how little the formal Identity of 
Religion is fufficierit to fecure human Race againft 
human Treachery ; and it can only be faid of Re- 
ligious Conformity (whenever the Spirit of Religion 
itfelf appears extindl) that it is a lefs Evil in the 
World, than Religious Difcord* fince the true Pur- 
pofes of Treachery, or the Pretenfions of Zeal, 
can be dete£ed with, much more Certainty in the 
fir/i Cafe, than in the fecond. To oppreffive Go- 
vernments a different Mode of God's Worfhip 
(good or bad), is, generally, almoft all Crimes in 
one. This makes the Solution of all moral as well 
as political Evil extremely eafy ; and here, and (I 
think) here atme^ Oppreffion finds the moft com- 
pendious Justification of all its Meafures. 7%/V, the 
firft Oppreffors of Ireland wanted : Thev, there- 
fore, through the Want of Juch a Juftification, 
were obliged to charge to the peculiar Perverfenefs 
of the Irijh Nation, what they could not charge to 
their Religion. In that ridiculous Pretence they 
juftified all their Outrages. The Pretences in Difr 
ference of Nation can never impofe long : Thofe 
' in Difference of Reigion are of greater Duration 
and of worfe Confequences. But, even thefe

Confequenc&, mifchievous as they are, muft fiireJy 
operate lefs towards public Mifery, whenever 
Knowledge and national Wifdom co-operate to 
bring their Caufes under a clofer Examination, than 
they have hitherto undergone. Religion^ good of 
bad, is the beft Tejl we Iwve for the Probity of Men. 
Its Votaries, through the Seduction of fome, and 
ignorant Zeal of others, may, at fome Times* 
and in fome Circumftances, torture the facred Text 
to defend ill-taken Meafures and unfound Princi- 
ples. But fuch an Evil is temporary^ slnd Govern- 
ment may, if it pleafes, find Means to feparate 
the found Grain from the Cockle. It is the Duty of 
Government and the Perfection of Patriotifm to 
do fo ; and whenever this Duty is attended to, the 
ignorant Zeal and unfound Principles here referred 
to, will gradually lofe their force. The tranfient 
Effects of tranfient Policy will ceafej and, if 
Union on the Tenets of Religion cannot be obtained, 
yet an Union on civil Principles may ; to fuch an 
Union no good Governors will be an Obftacle ; 
nay, they will be active in making the Difcrifm- 
natioh here contended for. Let as indulge our- 
felves in the well-grounded Hope, that fuch will 
be the Conduct of our prefent Rulers ; and the 
more, as Prejudices on the one Side are no longer 
retained^ and atif Prejudices on the other are no longer 
lucrative. Experience, Knowledge, and common 
Senfe, muft be furely loft upon us, if we perfift 
any longer in charging Religion with thofe Devi- 
ations, which 1 it teachevj us in the nwft precife Terms 
tffdePefl and condemn ! 

Our Morals and common Interefts want fuch 
a Reformation. Religion fhould ceafe to be a 
CHmtj and Panifhtaent fhould not reach thofe who 
are guilty of no other. Until People, whofe Prin- 
ciples are reconcUeaMe to our civil Eftablifccnt, 
B j are 
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are truftel with conftitutional Immunities, /r*- 
land cannot be happy ; becaufe half the People will 

,be rendered ufelefs or hurtful* by too many Restraints. 
Lazinefs, Difiatisfa&ion, and Defpondency, the 
Offspring of Infecqrity, will generally prevail ; 
nay, the very Induftry of the People, thus punifh- 
ed, will be turned againft the State. It will only 
beget a flux monied Property, the Proprietors of 
which will feek out and find Stability for it /tbroad* 
when none is granted at Horn*. The Land will 
be thinned of Men and Money, to Jlrengthen our 
Emmies and weaken our/elves. 

At the Period, when fbtritual Hatred mixed with 
our former national Diitin&ions ; the Perverfenefs 
fo long imputed to the Irijh* as a People, was no 
longer charged on their Nature* but on their Re- 
ligion. Every focial Duty became then confined 
within the Pale of ecclefiaftical Party, and every 
Species of Treachery was placed beyond it. Real 
Crimes were difowned by one Fa&ion ; many ima- 
ginary Crimes were imputed to another. The Crimes 
in both Cajes were exaggerated : And, to compleat 
the Iniquity of thofe Days, the Gofpel of Peace 
was tortured to avow the Meajures* and fiinftify 
the Drunkennefs of every governing* as well as of 
every oppoftng Set of Men. This is the Truth of 
the Matter, and thus it fared with our ill-fated 
Predeceffors. 

Queen Elizabeth* whofe Reign began with this 

- ecclefiaftical Rage, had admirable. Talents for Go- 
vernment. To plant civil Order in the Place of 
that Mif-rule, which difgraced the three preceding 
Ages, was difficult but not fuperior to her Abili- 
ties. Her Intereft led her, and the Succefs of her 
Father and Brother encouraged her, to change the 
eftablifhed Religion in England. This (he efle&ed : 
JJut the Truth oiuft oblige us to confefs, that the 

new 
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ntw Church *Us reared en the Foundation of Perfect* 
teen. The Change was made by a fudden Effort 
of legislative Power ; but without that Moderation, 
which Time, rather than human Wifclom, exerts 
in Eftablifbments of this Nature. By the Change, 
em Party in the Nation was ruined, anetler pro* 
voked. Papijli were punifhed ; and, in the No- 
tion of Party-juftice, this Procedure appeared equi- 
table : But the Puritan-Proteftant was puni(h4d aU 
fe i and the Clamour ran high, that fpiritual Ty- 
ranny was only revived in a borrowed Shape, and 
new Habiliments. The Party for a comprehenfiue Re- 
formation grew popular, and increafed every Day in 
Strength and Numbers. The new Church created 
Enemies to itfelf on all Sides, while it was- rigo- 
roufly extirpating the o'd : And thus it happened 
that the Syftem of civil Policy, which received 
late'y fo many Improvements, was, in a great De- 
gree, unravelled by the eccleftaftical. 
' The Queen faw and lamented all this. The 
Law (he paffed for the Advantage of an epifcopal 
Party a' one, {he had it not in her Power to repeal, 
without new-modelling her Parliaments ; and there- 
by expofing herfelf to the double Danger of pro- 
voking her Friends, and trufting to thofe flie 
deemed her concealed Enemies. But flie interpofed 
her Policy, and not feldom her Authority, to mo- 
derate Matters Jo between both, as to render her 
Reign quiet at Home, as it was glorious Abroad. 
The periecuting Law* were relaxed in the Execu- 
tion \ but the Evil itfelf remained ; -and, like thofe 
Difeafes which aflfeft firft in the extreme Parts, it 
operated flrongly in Ireland, Where the Majority 
of Men of Property oppofed any religions Change., 
This gave Rife and Pretext to Mif-rule of every 
Kind, fo far that even Senefchals of Counties ex- 
crrifed plain Tyranny over the common People ; 

and 
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and fuch particular Severities were then infli&ed, 
even in the~ Opinion of the- Lord Deputy himfelf, atf 
were fufficient to drive the beft and qiiieteft States 
into fudden Confufion. In Fa&, her Majefty be- 
came fo fenfible of this Tyranny of her Governors 
in Ireland, that {he was once heard to fay, on 
Occafion of fome Infurredions t that (he feared the 
feme Reproach, which had been formerly made by 
Sato to Tiberius, " It is you, you that are to blame 
46 for thefe In fur regions ; who have committed. 
<c your Flocks, not to Shepherds, but to Wolves/' 

.A feeling Expreffion this, of royal Good- 

nefs •, fuch as could proceed only from a Heart 
endued with thofe tender Senfations, which alone 
can derive Luftre to the royal Virtues !' 

If it be true, (b) that the Right of being-fubje& 
only to fuch Laws, as receive dur own Confent, is 
fo inherent to all Mankind, and founded on fuch 
immutable Laws of Nature and Reafon, that it is 
not to be aliened or given up by any Body of 
Men whatsoever : If this, I fay, tie true, (and it 
is now univerfally allowed to be fo, in thefe King* 
doms) certainly theVe migbtie much more raid, in 
Alleviation of the former Infurre&iojis of th* 
Irijh, than even the Uajt prejudiced of their Ene- 
mies feem willing to confefs : For, their own co^ 
temporary Writers unanimously affirm, and the 
Nature of the Thing itfelf verifies the Aflertion, 
that thofe penal Laws againft the Exercife of their 
Religion j (which were the main Incentive to every 
Infurre&ion in* Ireland, fifice the Reformation) were 
originally framed in England, but ftrenuouflyop* 
poted and reje&ed by the Irijh Parliament. That 
. this was the Cafe of the famous Statute of Uniform 
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nitty, in the fecond Year of the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth* (to fay Nothing of the firft Aft of Su- 
premacy^ againft which much more might be fafd) 
is imanifeft, from what Sir James Ware himfelf has 
left recorded of it : For he tells us, that, " In 
" the very Beginning of that Parliament, Janu- 
<c ary 12, 1559, w^? */.&* Nobility and Gentry 
•* were found fo divided in Opinion about ecclefi- 
" aftical Government, that the Earl of Suffix, 
41 Lord Lieutenant, thought proper to dijfphe them, 
u fo early as the Beginning of the following 
" Month; and that he went over to England, 
" to confult her Majefty about the Affairs 
" of the Kingdom."-—-- that, *' in a few 
** Months after, his Excellency returned to Ire* 
u land, where he received Oraers from her Ma- 
" jeft to call an Aflembly of the Clergy, for the 
" Eftablijhment of the Proteftant Religion, toe." 
which Aflembly feems to have ended as abruptly 
and unfuccefsfully, as the Parliament . had before 
done : For the fame Writer informs us that, 
u among the Bifhops, William Waljh, Bifliop of 
€< Meath, not content with what Offers her majefty 
** had propofed, but very much enraged, after the 
cc Aflembly had difperfed themfe!ves $ was for preach- 
" > n g againft the Book of Common-Prayer, firft 
u imprifoned, and afterwards depofed, by Order of 
cc her Majefty :" And " thefe Alterations in 
c< Church and State," continues Sir James Ware, 
" did fo affeft the ityw*«-Catholics in Ireland, ef- 
« c pecially the Natives* that they rofe up in a great 
cc Body under Shane O Neill,znd rebelled againft 
« her Majefty," 

Yet, even thefe Natives,, if we may rely on the 
Teftimony of one, who was by no Means partial 
in their Favour. " would gladly continue in the 
" Condition of good Subje£fa a without Defe&om 

or 
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** or adhering; to any other Lord or King, as long 
" as they might be prate fie J and juftly governed* 
" without Oppreffion on the one Side, or Impunity 
* c on the other : For,'*' proceeds Sir John Davis, 
" there is no Nation of People under the Sun, 
** that doth love equal and indifferent Juftice bet- 
•* ter, than the Irifly, or will reft better fatisfied 
c< with the Execution thereof, although it he again/i 
. - €i them/eves, fo as they may have the Protection 
** *nd Benefit of the Law, when upon juft Caufe 
" they deferve it." 

On the Eftablifliment of the Reformation under 
Queen Elizabeth, we have obferved, that one Party 
was puniflied without Mercy, the other (and per- 

• haps loth) without foun d Policy. This Evil of Per- 
fection encreafed in the two fucceeding Reigns ; 
when the thi»ee Kingdoms, for the firft Time, 
were fubje&ed to one Sovereign. The Scots, at 
length, fought Redrefs in Infurre&ion ; and the 
Parliament fitting at Wejlminjier approved of their 
Conduft. The Irijh, finding Affairs thus em- 
broiled in Britain, and dreading the worft from the 
republican Spirit now plainly beginning to avow it- 
felf, entertained the thought of availing them- 
felves of the prefent Opportunity, by fhaking off 
the Bondage tfcey groaned under for forty Years 
before, to mount no higher : But they meant to 

• compafs this End by legal Means. 

The Refolurion they took was juftifiable. They 
bore minifterial Invafions of the moft grievous Na- 
ture, ever fince the Demife of Queen Elizabeth* 
The Lands they peaceably poflefied, for feveral 
Ages, were, in the Court-Cafuiftry of that Age, 
pronounced invalid and alienable Tenures ; even 
without any Crime of Treafon or Rebellion. 
They were more than threatened with the Lofe of 
'the-Eftates left them ky their Anceftors, tfmughfi 

many 
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many SucceJJions, and afcertained by as firm a Ri^ht* 
at leaft, as any Royal Charter could or can give. 
Upon this Foundation, many ancient Families 
were ruined \ the reit thrown on the Brink. of 
Dejpair. This was not all : — The Court-Har- 
pies, growing impatient at the paffive Conduct of 
the old Proprietors, attempted to provoke thofe 
unhappy Men to Rebellion, by exercifing the moft 
galling Tyranny over their Confciences, by fining, 
impriioning, and punifhing, in various Shapes, 
fuch Papifis as rcfufed to join in the ejlabliflxd Form 
of Worjhip. — Here, then, we fee how the Natives 
were alarmed, in regard to Property ; and how 
tortured by fpiritual Inquijitors, for not fubmitting 
to thofe Church-Forms, which no civil Govern- 
ment on Earth has a Right to impofe ! — They, fure- 
ly, who vindicate the Rights of the Scots to In- 
furre£tion, in the Yea* 40, cannot, with any good 
Grace, condemn that of the Irijh in the Year 41 : 
We do not defend either : But we venture to aftert, 
that He* who, at this Time of Day, (hould ad- 
vance,' with my Lord Clarendon, that the Irijh had 
no civil or religious Grievance whatever to com- 
plain of, during the forty Years antecedent to that Pe- 
riod, has but a wretched Alternative in his Option 
between his Dijhonefiy and Ignorance* between the 
Contempt and Pity of his Readers. 

We have faid, that the Irijh wanted to redrefs 
Grievances by legal and conftitutional Means, and 
Truth will warrant our faying fo. They were 
firmly attached to our monarchical Form of (jovern- 
ment: They were loyal to the reigning Prince, 
notwithstanding the Unworthinefs of his Deputies, 
who betrayed Him and Them : They gave him the 
higheftV Demonftrations of their Affection, by their 
Representatives in Parliament. What then pro- 
voked to thf defperate Meafures which many took 
foon after ?-— TThe Anfwer is ready : They found 

the 
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the King's honed Intentions fruflrated, by an Ad- 
journment of that Setiion, contrary to the King's 
own Order : They found, in that Proceeding, how 
. the Lords Juftices leagued fecretly with the Puritans 
in JVeJlmnjler : They felt the Hands of their Ene- 
mies at Home and Abroad Jlrengthened ; thofe of 
the Kirig weakened. A Part, therefore, not all* 
rofe up in Ulfter, and fought Relief in Refiftance ; 
what evidently the Continuation of the Seflion, 
and the paffino; fome parliamentary Bills into Laws, 
according to bis Maj (fly's Dejire^ might have pre- 
vented. To this Treachery, therefore, of the 
Lords Juftices, all the Murders and Maflacres, 
which enfued, ougA principally to be afcribed. Ijt 
would be injuring the Reader, to anticipate here, 
by any minute Detail, what is handled at large ? 
and with fo much cool Candor in the following 
Memoirs. There, the Reader will find that 
Kind of Conviction, which is ever attended with 
an adequate Degree of Mortification ; with that 
honeft Concern, which arifes from the SupprefRon 
of thofe hiftorical Truths, wherein capital Offen- 
ders receive their Punifhment, when out of the 
Reach of every other. 

My Lord Clarendon was, doubtlefs, a Nobleman 
of great Abilities *, but very unjuft at the fame 
Time to the Irijh Nation. The Hiftory of the 
civil War in his own Country, he has written with 
Force, and, in the general, with fufficient Juftice. 
His Affection to the Puritans, as Friends to civil 
Liberty, is evident ; his Averfion to them, as Re- 
bel i, moderate ; his Partiality to the royal Party, 
far from being indifcreet. If we have nothing to ad- 
mire % we have nothing to cenfure, in fuch a Con- 
duel : But, in Representations, wherein fpiritual 
Hatred comes in Aid of thofe Prejudices, which 
were before national > he no longer is Mafter of 

bimjeif 
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himfetf or his Suhjeft. He yields, a willing Ca'tive, 
to fuch Informations as were correfpondent to his 
prior Ideas of the People he undertakes to^defcribe : • 
And, giving us his firft rather than fecond Im- 
preffiotu of them, we can hardly perfuade ourfelves 
that he was confcious of an/ Untruth he delivers. 
Hiftory, ih* fuch Hands, is neither better or worfe 
than what the Writer is willing to make it, ac- 
cording to the Degree of his Partiality or Averfion : 
And he muft have little Knowledge of Men, who 
knows not, th"at this Species of human Weaknefs 
is but too often an Ingredient in fome of the beft, 
as it always is in the. worft Characters. Like a 
cancerous Excrefcence on a beautiful Face, it grows 
not feldom out of bur fairejl ' Principle : And the 
more luke-warm either the fpiritual or party Zeal 
mfuch Cafes,, the nearer a' Man approaches to the 
Char after of a true Patriot and good Citizen. If 
religious Indifference were at all laudable, it would 
be in the Inftance before us 5 but there is a 
Strength of Mind fuperior to .this Indifference 
itfelf, which gives all the Qualifications neceffary 
to compleat the good Man, as well as judicious Hif- 
torian. This Strength, my Lord Clarendon, and 
feveral other great Men (Prote/tants and Papijh} 
wanted. As Defcribers of former Times, they 
may, poffibly, give us a fair Copy ; but^s Co- 
temporaries, tjiey are intolerable* Of all Men, they 
are the moft liable to Deception, and the tt.oJI labo* 
rious to deceive. The Mifchief they circulate, is 
in Proportion to their Abilities, and that Rank in 
Life which renders thofe Abilities confpicuous. In- 
deed, if they did no other Injury than furnishing 
fuch Writers as Mf. Harris with offenfive Wea- 
pons, the Harm would not be great : But their im- 
pofing on Men of equal or fuperior Talents to - 
themfelves, is a real Misfortune. The Deteclion^ 
C therefore,

therefore, of fuch pre-engaged Hiftorians is z real 
Service, and the befl which a Writer, fo well in- 
formed as the Author .of the following candid 
Letter, can do the Public. 

• It is certainly to be lamented, that fo able an 
Hiftorian as Mr. Hume (c), (one no Way influenced 
by this wafting fpiritual Zeal) ihould be io far led 
cjlray, by my Lord Clarendon's Authority, as to 
transfer the greateft Outrages of the fatal Year 
1 64 1, from the original and real Authors, to the 
unfortunate Irish alone \ who, for forty Years be- 
fore, have fuffered all the Torture of a cruel 
Bondage of Mind and Body 4 A Wound from fuch 
a Hand is, in a great Degree, fatal. The felf- 
detefted Libels of a Temple, or a Borlafe, could con- 
tribute as little towards it, as the anniyerfary Preach- 
ings of Men, whofe Profeffion requires a more 
than ordinary I\egree of Charity and Truth — But 
Mr. Hume is ftill alive, to repair the Injury he has 
done : It is incumbent on him to do fo. A great 
Genius lays on his blaclceft Colours with a juft In- 
dignation, where he thinks they are moft merited ; 
and as he may poffibly hurt the Living, by the 
Odium caft on the Dead, Humanity as well as 
Juftice will arreft his Hand from offering more of 
fuch an Injury, than hiftorical Truth will ftri&ly 
warrant, 

God fjrbid ! we fliould revive the Memory of 
thofe Times, except in the Spirit of the learned 
Author of the following Letter. We do it to 
infimSf, ,not to mifreprefent ; to pacify, not to 
Jlanler. We have freely condemned the Conduct 
of Roman-Catholics, before the Reformation. We 
do not mean to juftify it, fince that Time, in any 

blameable 
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Uamealk Cafe. We commend their patient Suf- 
ferings) in every Infiance \ their' Outrages in none. 
We applaud their Zeal, where it was attended 
with Knowledge; and their Knowledge, only where 
it was attended with Virtue. We heartily applaud 
their Conduct, fince the late Revolution 5 and take 

E-eat Pleafure in our Conviflion, that the penal 
aws take their hejl Effeft in crowning thofe Vh*-. 
tues, which, in Fa&, are the Production of pain- 
ful Sufferings, not of Power or Wealth ; and by 
fuch Conduct may they recommend them (elves to 
the -good Will of their Superiors, while they difarm 
the Ill-will of their Enemies ! — Why Ihould not 
this be the Cafe ? We live in Times, when Juftice 
is adminiftred according to Law, without Diflinclion 
of Party, livery Perfon, who is happy enough to 
furvive former Grievances, finds, in the prefent 
Reign, a Comfort like that, which fucceeds to the 
Terrors of a mighty Tempeft : Our State-Bark 
is now fafely moored ; and whatever many fuffer 
by Reftriftions of Property, yet every Subjefi has 
a full Toleration to exercife the Religion of his 
Confcience. Can this be faid of thofe Times, when 
Men -were tortured to exercife a Religion again/l it ? 
Were InfurredBons in thofe Reigns fuch mighty 
Wonders? Or will not their In frequency be the 
chief Matter of Wonder with impartial Pofterity ? 

Thus far we are right : Whether we are fo, in 
returning to Mr. Harris, before we conclude, will, 
' we are fenfible, *be a great Doubt with our Reader. 
A few mote Words may, however, be nece£ary, in 
Vindication of the Geiitleman who wrote the fol- 
lowing Letter. It is but proper he fhould be 
before-hand with baffled Calumny, and cut off Its

Both he and the Author of the Dialogue 
condemn and fincerely deteft the Rebellion of 1641, 
and the Mafiacres committed in it. The Flame 
fpread from Scotland' into England. It communi- 
cated itfelf to Ireland :. And if the Pcpijls of this 
Kingdom did not lead* yet they followed the Ex- 
ample. However, all Parties might mean well in 
ftie Beginning ; yet all were criminal in the End. 
It is a Juftice to charge none with more Cruelty 
than they were guilty of : And whatever Share the 
Irijb Papijis had in the tragical Phrenzy of the 
Times, it is unfair to charge it to their Religion 
(unlefs it were, in Fa&, fuch a Religion as Mr. 
Harris, or rather the Writer hejleals from, reprt- 
fents it). The LETTER-Writef, by fetting thefe 
Matters in a clear Light* does a Public Service; 
arfd cannot, in a more effe&ual Manner, recom- 
mend himfelf to thofe Protejlant Readers, whom it 
js his higheft Ambition to pleafe 5 the Wife and the 
Candid \ the Lovers* of Liberty, and the Lovers of 
Truth. To them he appeals with great Confidence, 
to all the World with great Benevolence. 

It may be neceffary to add, that there is, at leaft 
©ne Ha'.f pf this voluminous Anfwer of Mr. Harris's^ 
which the Lett£R- Writer is not obliged, by the 

Nature 
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Mature oT Iris Undertaking, to animadvert upon*: 
Becaufe it confifts of general Mifreprefentations of 
both the religious and political Principles of Roman- 
Catholics j and becaufe it exhibits unfair and par- 
tial Accounts of fome Rebellions previous and im- 
pertinent to that, which is the Subje£t of the pre- 
fent Debate. But we cannot help acquainting the 
Reader, that this honeft Writer hath literally trartf- 
cr'tbed thefe Mifreprefentations from a Book, inti- 
tuled, " A Difcourfe concerning the Laws eccle- 
" fiaftical and civil made againft Heretics," and 
that he has not been ajhamed to vend thefe falfe 
Wares for his own. It may be neceflary to add 
further, that the Calumnies, contained in this li- 
terary Tbeft^ have been long fince expofed and 
folidfy refuted by feveral Writers of the Roman-

€i Fathers j" neither of which Cafes doth, or can 
exift at prefent. Their Infurre£tions, in the 
Reigns before the Revolution, were, for the moft 
Part, the Contentions of Dtjlrefs with Arbitrary 
Power. Infurre&ions in the prefent, would be 
Efforts of impious Treachery, againft a lawful and 
protecting Government ; the Defiance of the moft 
awful Inftitutes Qf God and Man. vThe Ro- 
man-Catholics, it is true, lie now under the 
Lafh of feveral penal Laws, and are expofed 
to many more : But thefe Laws have long fince 
received a conjlitutional Ratification ; and their Re*- 
ligion commands Obedience, not Reft/lance. They 
have as little the Inclination, as they have the Rigkt, 
to feek any Alleviation of their Sufferings, but 
what they can obtain from the mildeft of Kings at 
the Head of a wife Parliament.

SIR, 

IN Return for the grofs Abufe, which you 
have fe liberally beftowed on the Author of 
the Dialogue, and for vour frequent wilful 
Mifreprefentations of his Deftgn in publiflitng it ; 
He has defired me to acquaint you, That, inftead 
of being affe&ed by cither* in the difagreeable 
Manner you intended he fhould be, he is pleafed 
to find, on the Perufal of your Pamphlet, that it 
is the Strength only of his Arguments vou are an- 
gry at ; and that the Confcioufnefs of your Inca- 
parity to give fatisfaSlory Anfwers to them* was the 
(ale Incentive to all that impotent Malice, which 

you 
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you have vented againft him, and again ft that 
Religion too, of which you have, without any- 
apparent Grounds, fuppofed him to be a*Mei35er. 

To demon/irate this Incapacity in you, is the Tafk 
I have undertaken for him ; which I doubt not but 
I fliaU perform to the Satisfaction of every unpre- 
judiced Reader. And for that Purpofe, I am con- 
tent to undergo the no fmall Drudgery of culling 
out, from your ftrange Huddle of Impertinencies, 
whatever relates to the prefent Controverfy, and 
carries with it the leaft Colour of Reafon or Pro- 
bability : But, before I engage in this troublefome 
Biifinefs, I think it proper to inform the Reader 
of the real Occafion of the writing and Publication 
of the Dialogue itfelf. 

During the Scottijh Rebellion in 1745, fuch {a) 
virulent Pamphlets were difperfed- all over the 
Kingdom, againft the Principles and Practices of 
Roman-Catholics in general, and of thofe of Ireland 
in particular, as would certainly, at that Juncture, 
have brought into imminent Danger, not only 
the Peace and Property, but alfo the. Liberty and 
Lives, of thefe People, had not the great Wifdpm 
and Lenity of the (b) Government frequently inter- 
pofed. And if, in Truths thefe People were fuch Mon? 
iters of Crdelty and Rebellion, as they were then re- 
prefented, I fhould not have thought them worthy 
' to be fuffered to breathe the fame Air with any of 
the human Species. But, as the Irijh Rebellion 
in 1 641, was the Topic moftly urged againft 
them in thofe Pamphlets (and that too with fuch 
ftupid Malice, that the (c) Writers of them feem- 
ed to call for Vengeance on the ifinbcent Catholics 
then living, for Crimes committed by their An- 

Author 
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ceftors fo many Years before they were lorn,) the 
Author of the Dialogue then felt, for the firft 
Time, an earneft Defire to make himfelf ac- 
quainted with the Melancholy Tranfactions of 
thofe Times ; And, as there were no Roman-Catho- 
lic Authors, that he knew of, who profejfedly 
treated of that Infurrection, he carefully turned 
over the Proteftant Writers on that Subject, of the 
beft Reputation for Veracity among Protectants 
themfelves ; being refolved to know the very worji 
of the Charge that was brought againft the Perfons 
concerned in that Rebellion. 

He did betides imagine, what he has fince 
found to have been the Observation of a (d) no- 
ble Writer, and true in Fact, " That a fmall 
*' G^eam of Light, borrowed from foreign A- 
" necdotes, ferves often to difcover a whole Syf-. 
" tern of Falfehood 5 and that even they, who 
" corrupt" Hiftory, frequently betray themfelves 
" by their Ignorance" pr Inadvertency \ that when 
" Hiftories and hiftorical Monuments abound, e- 
u ven thofe that are falfe ferve to the Difcovery of 
" Truth : For that, infpired by different FajTi- 
" ons/ and contrived for opponte Purpofes, they 
u contradict, and contradicting, they convift y one 
" another." — All this, 1 fay, the Author of the 
Dialogue has found to be true, by reading over 
Temple^ Borlafe^ and Clarendon^ on this Rebellion : 
For, the loft of thefe Writers breathes Nothing 
but Loyalty to the King, and Indignation againft 
both the Englijh and' Irijh Rebels:' The firji 
plainly intimates his Affection to the Rebels in 
England^ and fufFers juji fo t;.uch feeming Loyalty 
to drop from his Pen, as was HeceJJary to his main 
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Dcfign of blackening moft effe&ually^ the ' Ir*/fc 
Rebels ; And, as for Borlafej who has botched

That candid Writer, after affuring us, that " the 
then Lords Juftices of Ireland, Parjons and Borlafe, 
did by their Authority command warty T,Anys^ which 
did not only exonerate, but rendered the Irijhdefpe- 
rate" adds, *« It is no lefs notorious that Sir John 
"Temple, in writing his Hiftory of this Rebelli- 
" -on, was bound by Confederacy to affert, the Pro- 
" ceedings of thefe Lords Juftices : And I cannot, 
" fays he, find him highly in Reputation with the 
" Ufurpers of the parliamentarian Faction, and 
" by them impowered as a Commijfioner to impofe upon 
<{ the Protejiant Subjects of Ireland^ that traiterou9, 
" difloyal, and folem League and (g) Covenant, 
" which was a direfl: Oath of Confederacy, not

from Fear of having it taken from them by the King 
on any Pretence whatfoever, without their own Con- 
tent : That, in this bleflcd Condition of Peace and 
Security, the Englijh and Irijh, the Protejlants 
and Roman-Catholics lived, during the whole happy 
Reign of King James I ; and from his Death, 
every Degree of their Happinefs was encreafed 
and improved, under the Government of King 
Charles I." . 

x " That, in the Midft of this extraordinary Fa- 
vour and Indulgence, (hewn them by the Govern- 
ment, thefe (k) Papifts raifed a moft formidable 
and defperate Rebellion againft it : That the De- 
fection was univerfal, and the Revolt general ; 
wherein not only all the meer Irijb, but almoft all 
the eld Englijh that adhered to the Church of Rome, 
were totally involved : That it was a Rebellion fo 
execrable in itfelf, fo odious to God, and the 
whole World, that no Age, no Kingdom, no 
People, can parallel the horrid Crucltv and abomi- 
nable Murders that were then, witnout Numher % 
as well as without Mercy, committed upon tfie 
Proteftant Britijb Inhabitants throughout the Land, 
of what Age, of what Quality, or Condition foever 
they were : That, at the very Beginning of this Ro- 
hlRon 9 (I) forty or fifty thoufand Proteftants were 
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murdered, before they fufpeded themfelves in any 
Danger, or could provide for their Defence : And 
that, (m) during the two fifft Months of it only 
MORE than one hundred and fifty ihoufand ProteflanU 
were maffacred in cold Blood." 

Thefe horrible Accufations, Sir, as they were my 
principal Motive, fo fhall they be my only Apolo- 
gy, for entering the Lifts with you at preterit ; and 
For endeavouring to convince every unprejudiced 
Perfon, that the Author of the Dialogue ha* 
undeniably proved them to be eaually falfe and 
inhuman, notwithftanding all the laboured Efforts 
of your voluminous Answer to make the Public 
believe the contrary. 

And firft, Sir, the Author of the Dialogue 
has demonstrated, (beyond Doubt or Cavil, in any

It is, therefore, evident, that the Irijb Roman- 
Catholics were then the Perfons principally, if not 
fik'y* aggrieved, by this Enquiry into defeftizr* 
Titles. But before I quit this iniquitous Bufinefs, 
I will add a Word or two more concerning the 
great and perfidious Part, which Lord fFentwortb 
himfelf confeffes he bore in it. 

His Majefty, in the Year 1628, having given 
his royal (y) Word, under his princely Signature, 
to the Commons of Ireland, That he would put a 
Stop, f among other Grievances,,) to that capital 
one, the Enquiry into the defective Titles, by pa£» 
fing an A& of Parliament for that Purpofe ; Anno 
1634, that Houfe addreffed Lord Wentworth, as 
we have already feen, to tranfmit t9 his Majefty 
their humble and earneft Requeft, that he would 
be pleafed to fulfil , his royal Word fo paffed to 
them, (which they call the bejt of AJjurances :) 
^This, Lord fFentwortb accordingly did j but, at 
the fame Time, privately perfuaded his Majefty 
to break his royal Word with thefe People, by 
refufing their Requeft ; and offered to take all the 
Blame of fuch Refufal upon himfelf. This Offer 
Was thankfully accepted by his Majefty, who ac- 
quaints Lord JVentworth, in a Letter under his own 
Hand, that he (%) " received great Content-

Lord Wentworth peremptorily oppofed the pafling 
of fuch an A&, 4C and told the Houft (what now ap- 
" pears to have been a Falfehood) that fuch Refulal 
w was his own, the Requeft of the Commons being 
" never fo much as tfanfmitted over by him ; and add- 
" ed that, fuch Denial of the Deputy and Council 
M was grounded on Poining's Aft ; that *' the paf- 
" ing fuch an Aft was not good and expedient for tht 
M Kingdom at that Time ; and that fo they were td 
" reft fatisfied witkoutflirring any more as to that 
u Particular, as a Thing which could not, nor 
u would net, be departed from by him. By thefe 
u Means, (as he writes to his Majefty,) he had 
u laid the promifed Graces, concerning defeftive 
" Titles fo found afleep, that he was confident they 

" were never to be awakened more." But herein 

he was unhappily miftaken, as we {hall hereafter 
fee : And, even at that Junfture he confeiles, that 
his refufmg thefe darling Graces to that People, 
" did much unfettle them", and in particular, 
" that it fo for Jiirred the Popijh Party, that the] 
u grew viry peevt/b" 

With Regard to divers other Grievances 
of thofe People, in the former of thefe Reigns, 
(which the Author of the Dialogue has, for Brevi- 
ty's Sake, omitted,) (a) you have yourfelf confef- 
fcd, that " the Government did, about the Year 
** 1615, keep a Jlricler Handover them^ than they had 
" before done : That, foon after the Year 1 6 1 7, the 
" Oath of Supremacy was adminiftered to all Magi- 
il ftrates and Civil Officers (moil of whom were Ro» 
" man-Catholics,) and that, in Purfuance thereof, 
u the Liberties of Waterford were feized ;" you 
add, " whether Ninety Citizens were imprifoned in

But befides, Sir, that your pretended Doubting 
is an Indication of the Truth of that Particular, 
the learned and candid Author of the AnaleRa Sa- 
cra> an Eye-witnefs of thefe Grievances, and who, 
for the Truth of what he fays concerning them, 
appeals to the Knowledge of the then Lords Juftices 
and People of Ireland, pdfitively afferts, lb) that 
•* all Magiftrates and Civil Officers, on refilling the 
c< Oath of Supremacy, were not only disfranchised 
" but alfo cited, to the Caftle-Chamber, infiilted, 
u imprifoned, and feverely mul&ed into the Bar- 
<€ gain : That even thofe, who ele&ed them, were 
" treated with the fame Rigour : That Roman- 
" Catholic Merchants were forbid to inhabit or 
<c traffic in the New Plantations, on Pain of for- 
" feiting all their Goods and Merchandize : And 
<c that great" Numbers of them were daily excom- 
u municated, imprifoned, and fined, for Marriages, 
u Chriftenings and Burials." And will you, Sir, 
after all this, undertake to demonstrate, that 
thefe People were, during that ajid the fucceed- 
ing Reign, in a blefled Condition of Peace and 
Security? 

(c) And now that I have touched on the ftiritu* 
al Dijirejfes of thefe Catholics ; I muft inform you 

that

" feBimate Emulation between them, who fhould 
"exprefc moft Love and Forwardness therein 
1C unto us : Which evident Demonftration ot 
" their dutiful Zeal and Affeftion unto us, we take 
" in fo good Part from them, that we require you, 
" in our Name, to give them Thanh \ and let them 
" know, that we are much better pleafed with 
11 *hc/ree Manner of this Prefent of their AffeBiont 
" unto us, than if they had given us ten tftmes the 
" Value of the Money with unwilling Hearts."-— 

Now Sir, although the Htftory of thofe Times, 
and the Lift of the Members of that Parliament, 
plainly (hew that the Roman-Catholics were a 
large and prevalent Part of it, and confequently 
equally entitled to all thofe Encomiums of dutiful 
Zeal and Affe&ion, beftowed by his Majefty, with 
the other Members ; yet, to prevent all Cavil,

" Oueftioni touching thefe x quit ne of them, and let no not near 
" of them. To them I join thofe that break prifon $ for fuch 
•* prieftt at the prifon will not hold, itia a plain Signaothint wiU

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pf which you arc extremely fond when you would 
impeach the Loyalty of that People, I will render 
this Truth ftill more evident and indubitable, by 
relating a Paflage which happened in that Seffion, 

_aad is recorded in the Journals themfdves. 
[ It was occasionally obferved by fome Members 
of that Parliament, ' 4 that although they differed in 
44 Religion ; yet they were all of one- Heart and on* 
" Mind, as to their Duty to their Prince ; that, in 
44 Queen Elizabeth's Ti*ne, divers of the recufant 
4i Party were found loyal to her in England} and 
44 that in the Wars of Ireland, in her Reign, the 
44 Gentlemen of the Realm fpent as much as the S^ueen : 
44 And an Inftance was mentioned of one Gentle- 
44 man, of only three hundred Pounds a Year, who 
44 fpent 10,000/. on that Occafion." ' 

Afts^r the above-mentioned Bill of Subfidy had 
pafled, ** with the general Jpplaufe of the whole 
" Houfe of Commons," Sir John Everand took 
Occafion to fay, that, 44 both in Queen Elizabeth's, 
44 and his then prefent Majefty's Time, many 
44 Subfidies had been granted, but never any f$ re- 
44 gularly, for that the Bill pafled with a general 
44 Content ; that there was no Denyal,— therefore, 
44 upon the Knees of his Heart, in Behalf of his 
44 Country, he humbly prayed, That the Statute 
44 of the (e) 2d of Elizabeth might be fomething mo- 
* 4 derated for a Time ; which being granted," added 
44 he, 44 if the King were willing to demand two, 
".three, or four Subfidies, he doubted not of any 
44 Denyal hereafter." 

Yet, notwithstanding all this, a Motion being 
made, 44 that the recufant Lawyers might be re- 
ftored to their Practice," Mr. Crooke, Member for 
Baltimore, thought lit to oppofe it; and affigned

Of fuch Weight, and Con- 
fideration was the Popijb Party in the Irijh Houfe 
of Commons, at that Jun&ure. 

Soon after this, we find the fame Sir John 
Everard ftill folliciting the Houfe, " That the 
" Statute ad. Elix. in Re(pe£ the Subfidy, Com- 
iC -pofition, &c. were on Foot, might be forborne 
"for a while" And altho* his Majefty, in his be- 
fore-mentioned Letter to the Lord Deputy, which 
was; publickly read in the Houfe, was pleafed to 
fay that " he .was fo well pleafed with this dutiful 
" Conformatioa of theirs* that he inquired his 
" Lordfhjp to afore them from him, that he held 
" his Sub/efts of that Kingdom in equal Favour with 
" tbofe of his other Kingdoms ; and that he would 
"be. as careful to provide for their profperous and 
" fiourifhmg EJlate^ as he could be for the Safety of 
E " his' 

(/) Joucn. of the If. Houfe of Coo. Vol. I, 
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'" his own.Perfon" — Nay, although at the Clofe of 
, this Seffion, the Commons earneftly recommended 
it to the Lord Deputy, > 4 that, by his Lordfhip's 
" Means, the Irijb (recufant) Lawyers might be re- 
" admitted into Practice j" and at the fame Time 
acquainted him, " that a great Number of the Houfe 
" did defire, that his s Lordfhip would recommend 
44 to his Majefty that f$me Sujf en/ton might be had 
44 of the Statute of the 2d of Eiizateth ;' a yet fo far 
was either the King, or his Deputy, from com- 
plying with thefe Rcquefts : on the contrary, fo 
ftriftly was that rigorous Statute put in Force by 
' their OrtJer, that (g) the Money that was raifed in 
that Year ( 161 5) only, on thofe of the Popiih Party ^ 
. in the County of Cavan^ for not aflifting at Prate- 
Jlant Service, amounted to more than eight ikou/artd 
Pounds ; an immcnfe Sum in thofe Days, and in 
fo poor a County, as Cavan then was I— -That 
when fome of thefe mtferable People in the County 
of ' Meatby not being able to pay this Tax on their 
Confciences, had fled from the cruel Colle&ors of 
it into Dens and Caverns, f^j furious Blood-hounds 
were often fent after. . them, followed by a Sheriff 
and his Pofle of difbanded Soldiers, equally 
furious, and unrelenting, (i) That ^ecclefiaftical 
Cenfures, on the fame Account, were executed 
upon them, with the greateft Rigour.— --That 
thofe, who lay under thefe Cenfures, were, when 
found abroad, conftantly thrown into Gaols ; by

c< the Lords of the Englijb Council encouraged the

And that, even m 
Dublin, where the Seat of the chief Governor was,, 
they went as publickly and as uninterruptedly to 
their Devotions as he went to his ? 

Had indeed the Roman-Catholic Clergy, at that 
Juncture, made the wicked, the feditious Ufe of 
the Pulpit, which you and the anonymous (r) Au- 
. thor of Foxes and Firebrands charge them with ; 
who would wonder at any Severity of Government 
againft fo vile a Priefthood ? What Government 
on Earth would admit them to exercife publicly 
and uninterruptedly (as you advance) fo much pub-« 
lie Mifchief ? But it is a Shame to exppftulate far- 
ther with you, on fo crude a Tale. Hammond 
VEJlrange, who relates the Perfecution of the Irijh

Mifitemeanoffs. Nay, you yourfelf confefs (s) « that 
Lord Falkland's Government was difturbed by no 
Rebellions 5" which could hardly be the Cafe, if 
thefe Jefuits and Fryars dared, at that Time, to 
infufe Sedition fo publickly into the Minds of the 
Inhabitants of Dublin. 

Yet fo far were thefe, and other galling Pref- 
fures, from ipiriting up the Irijh to rebel, although 
continued upon them until the Year 1639, (when, 
on Account of the Rebellion in Scotland^ Lord 
Wentworth called a Parliament in Ireland^ in Order

And becaufe you are deftitute of every 
Pther Anfwer to fo authentic and unquestionable a 
Teftimony in their Favour, you meanly pretend 

that 

** from hlmfelf alone, without a ptrliament, caufed monies and 
*' goods to be taken in Ireland, frdm merchants arid others, toward* 
«* defraying the chaTges of hi* expeditions againft the Scots, for the 

defence of his kingdom ; and thofe having enlarged therafelves in 
*' rliat point, mentioned the abundant piety and elenvney of hi* 
'* Majefty, in being fb indulgent to his fubjefts, as to decline that; 
" example of his progenitors and to require aid of his fubjecls in 
" a parliamentary way j forrre of them faid, that his Majefty mould 
*' have a fee fimple of fuMidies in their eftates on like occafions, 
" for the honour of his perfoo, and fafety % of his kingdoms : it 
" was fit to be done, though it were with leaving therafelves no- 
*' thin?, befides hofe and doublet. Some of them with much 
" earnefti.efs, after forward expreflions of readinefs towards ad- 
" -vancing the bufinefs, concluded, that, as his Majefty is the beftr 
" cf Kings, fo this People Jhould ftrivc to be ranked among the

*' Thus, eve:y of them feeming, in ! a itfanncr, to contend 4 one 
" with another, who mould fliew moft afTectioji and forwardnefs* to 
*•' cemply with his Majefty's occafions, and all of them exprefting, 
<f even with paflion, how much they abhor and deteft the'Scotch. 
*' Covenanters, ani how'readily every man's hand ought to be laid 
" to his fword, to aflift the king iff the reducing of them by Force 
" to the obedience and loyalty of fubjvcls ; they de fired that therrf- 
4< felves and otHers of this nation might have the honour to be em- 
" ployed in this expedition, and declared, with very great demon*- 
" ftration of chearful affections, that their Hearts contained Minet

" royal defign for correction of the difordered factions in Scotland, 
*' and reducing them to a right underftanding of themfelves, and for . 
" the defence and fafety of his Majefty's kingdoms and people. 
" And they earneftly de fired us, of the council then prefent, that, 
41 immediately after the rifing of the houfe, we would reprefent 
" this from the houfe to the lord licutenanr j which they did with 
'* general acclamations and figns of joy and contentment, even to 
" the throwing up of their hats, and lifting up their hands. 

" The queftion bein j then put, for the granting of four fubfidietj, 
" with fuch a declaration to be made befides the act of fubfidy $ it 
" was unanimoufly aflented to, by the whole houfe 5 there being 
" found therein not one negative voice : which we mention for the 
" glory of his Majefty, that hath- fo good and loyal fubjetts, and

From hence the Author of the Dialogue juftly 
concludes, that their rifing in Rebellion fo foon 
afterwards, muft have been owing, not to any 
Difaffe&ion of theirs to his Majefty, (u) but to a 
Continuatioh of the Grievances already mentioned* 
and to their juft Apprehenfions of others ftill grea- 
ter, with which they were threatened : Among 
which latter, not the leaft alarming, (w) were their

not being for your Purpofe, viz. " becaufe they 
14 Taw the King mpft abfolute^y refolved to give the 
" Irijh Agents full Satisfaction"-- he proceeds thus, 
" The one was the Ad of Limitations, (which (i) 
u v.neueftionably fettled all Eftates of Land in the 
u Kingdom quietly enjoyed, without Claim or In- 
" terruption, for the Space of fixty Years immedi- 
ately preceding;) the other was for the Relin- 
" qiiifhment of the Right and Title, which his 
u Majefty had to the v four Counties in Conaught, 
u legaHy found for him by feveral Inquifitions ta- 
" ken in them, and realy to be difpojedof, upon a 
u due Survey, to Britifh Undertakers ; as alfo to fome 
" Territories of (k) good Extent in Munjlcr and the 
u County of Clare, upon the fame Title." — Here, 
indeed, was good and ample Provifion made by 
his Majefty for Redrefs of one of the principal 
Grievances of the Irijb Roman-Catholics, the In- 
quiry into defective Titles ; and that his Majefty 
was willing, nay, abfo utey refolved, to give them 
full Satisfaction in the Redrels of all their Griev- 
F aiices*-

Quite the Contrary ; t^efe 
Lords Juftices, although (n) exprefsly commanded 
by his Majefty, in his Letter of the 28th of March 
preceding, " to fuffer that Parliament to fit, until his 
" Majefty fliould think fit to determine the fame 
<c (for which the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
" Commons, in Parliamentaflembled, returned their 
" thankful Acknowledegments, and (0) fupplicated 
" that that Parliament might not be prorogued or 
" dirfblved until fuch Time as laid Bills were found 
4C in Parliament, and other Grievances removed 5)" 
thefe Lords Juftices, I fay, in Order to prevent the 
palling of thefe Acts into Laws,(^)had caufed that 
Parliament to be adjourned for the Space of three 
Months^ fome few Days before the Arrival of thefe 
Agents from England with the Royal Aflent : By

that the encreafing Confufions in England and Scot- 
land would have rendered thefe gracious Inten- 
tions of his Majefty towards the Irijh for ever in- 
effectual. But that was not all ;— Thefe Agents ■ 
finding, on their Arrival in Dublin, the Parliament 
adjourned, " prefently applied,"* fays {q) Temple, 
" to the Lords Juftices and Council* defiring to 
u have a 1 ! thofe jffis and other Graces granted by his 
u Majjjly, made known to the People by Procla- 
** motions to be fent down into feveral Parts of the 
" Country ;" and were they gratified even in that ? 
. ** You would unfairly infinuate that they were, by 
" abruptly breakingoff at thefe laft cited Words of 
u Temple : But what immediately follows in that 
** Writer plainly fhews the contrary ; for thus he 
proceeds ; — "(r)which (Defire of the Irijh Agents) 
" while the Lords Juftices took into Corfi eration, 
** and fate daily corfipofing A&s to, be pafTed," 
and Co forth, without mentioning a Syllable, by 
whicti we can learn that they either had fent 
to any Part of the Country, or intended to fend 
fuch Proclamations. And thus, while fo many 
of the Eftates of the Irijh " werte ready to be dif- 
" pofed of to Britifly Undertakers,*' did thefe 
Lords Juftices trifle with that Peopte, and conti- 
nue in this confidering Mood, from the Midft of 
AuguJi\b\X, until the fatal 23d of Oftobtr follow- 
ing, contrary to his Majesty's exprefs Intention and 
Command. 

As for what you have fuggefted from Temple 
and Borlafe, " of that Parliament'^ having been 
" fo adjourned by its own free Confent^ "let the im- 
partial Reader judge, whether it be not absolute- 
ly incredible, that they would have freely confenf-

" Unkindnefs, the Committee of Parliament (the 
44 Irijb Agents) being expected from England^ and 
* c arrived at Dublin near the Enid of Augufl" — 
But this Matter is now put out of all Difpute, by 
the Journals of the Irijb Houfe of Commons* 
lately printed, which amply fhew how much that 
Parliament (t) ftruggled for a Continuation of their 
fitting, in Order to have tbefe Bills paffed into 
Laws at that Time. -In {hort, Sir, fo far were 
thefe Lords Juftices from fweetly tempering the 
Government, and leaving no Room for Complaints 
at this Juncture, that many concurring Clrcum-

O Conolty (d) came about nine o'Clock in the Even- 
ing to Sir William Parfons, difcovered to him this 
Confpiracy, (painting it out in the moft frightful 
Colours,) and gave him the Names of the chief 
Confpirators, amiring him at the fame Time that 
they came up to Town exprefsly for that Purpofe, 
and that»«tf Morning they would undoubtedly at- 
tempt and furely effeft it, if not prevented : Not- 
withftanding, I fay, thefe repeated Informations, 
Sir William Parfons affe&ed (e) " to give fo little

certainly, would have been the likelieft "vVay to 
ftifle this Rebellion in its Birth) he behaved in 
fo carelefs a Manner, on that important Occafsori, 
as if he really wifhed that no Difcovery had been 
made ; nay, and even as if he endeavoured to 
fupprefs fuch Difcovery after it was made : For, 
he not only (f) difmiffed this O Conolly, for that 
Time, from his Prefence, charging him forfooth, 
to come to him again that Evening ; but he even 
ordered him to go back to Col: Mc. Mahon y one of 
the Chiefs of the Rebels, by whom he was intrufted 
with the Secret, and who was already grown fo 
jealous of him, that, he had refolved to keep him 
with him all that Night left he fhould difcover it : 
But O Conolly, on Pretence of anfwering a Call 
of Nature, and having left his Hat and Sword 
with Mc. Mabon y as a Pledge of his Intention to 
return ; leaped the Pales, and efcaped to Sir Wil- 
liam Parfons, to inform him of the Confpiracy, 

And indeed it was owing to meer Chance, or 
rather to the Interpofition of Providence, that this 
only Difcoverer of the Rebellion was afterwards 
found : For, O Conolly not having returned to Sir 
William Parfons at the Time prefixed by his Lord- 
fhip, (and probably having refolved not to return 
at all, on Account of the Difregard and Slight with 
which he had received his Information) it was af- 
terwards judged neceflary," at a Meeting of the 
Cpuncil, which was called that Night, that Search 
Ihould be made after him : And fo he was, at

M drunk, and feized on by the Watch," 

It was on Account of thefe dilatory Proceed- 
ings of Sir William Parfons y that, " (h)of the great 
*' Numbers that came up to be AAors in taking of 
<e the Cattle and City of Dublin, there were not 
,*' above thirty -feized upon, mott of them Servarits 
"and inconsiderable Perfons; while Hugh Byr?r* 9 
" and Roger Moire, Chief of the Confpirators, 
" efcaped over the River in the Night ; and Col . 
" Plunket and Captain Fox, with feveral others, 
cc found Means likewife to pafs away undifcovfir— 
" ed." 

Whoever confiders this wilful NegleCr, in one 
(and he the mott aftive) of thefe Lords Juftices, to 
prevent the Eruption of ihefe Troubles * the Fury 
and Inhumanity with which he afterwards carried 
on the War, in Order to make thefe Troubles ge- 
neral ; his and his Colleague's abruptly proroguing 
the Parliament (after only two Days fitting) Which 
met in November X641, to concert Meafures for 
bringing the Rebels, then few in Number, to 
Juftice, and for fttppreffing the Rebellion j in ftiort, 
the Removal of this fame Lord Juftice Parfonsy 
•foon after, from the Government, 4< on Account 
" of his being moft addi&ed to the Englijb Re- 
" bels, and moft pliable to their Ends;" who- 
ever, I fay, impartially confiders thefe things, 
will clearly perceive the Combination before-men- 
tioned, between the Purit<m$ then in Power in both 
Kingdoms, to have at firft lighted up, and after- 
wards fpread abroad, the Flames of this Rebel- 
lion. 

But, to proceed with your Anfwer, (from which 
I have a little digrefied, although not at aH from 

' the

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the Matter in Debate,) the Author of the Dia- 
logue, having undeniably proved, That this Re- 
bellion was not unprovoked ; goes on to demon- 
ftrate, that it was not (7) general in all Parts of the 
Kingdom, except Dublin, in its Beginning, as Cla- 
rendon and others falfely relate ; nor even for fome 
confiderable Time after its Beginning, if, indeed, 
it ever could be faid to be general at all. And 
this he has fliewn from no lefs Authority than, 
that of a Letter and Proclamation of the- Z,ord$ 
Juftices themfelves, and from the Journals of the 
Houle of JLords in England. In Excufe for this 
fcandalbus Aflertion of Clarendon, you are pleafed 
to tell us, that, " (k) it mould be confidered that 
44 his Lordfhip, in his Hiftory of the Rebellion. 
" in England (in which it is found) touches with 
" a very light Hand on. the Rebellion of Ireland^ 
" and laboured to throw what he faid into a nar- 
" row Compafs, — that he does *not write like an 
" Annalift,*-- that his Expreffion fliould be taken 
" with fome Allowance,-— that he has. retraced 
" this Miftake r (if it may be fo called— *or, this 
44 unguarded Ex predion after the Example of St, 
44 Auftin, forfooth !) in his Hiftory of the Irijh Rebel- 
44 lion ; which at leaft fhould be fome Attonement 
" for a fmall Slip" * From all which, however, I 
conclude, that this very common, and material 
Part of the Charge againft the Irijh Catholics at-

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that TTime, is fairly given up by you. And I muft 
further acquaint you, Mr. Harris, that this finall 
Slip, this unguarded ExpreJJion, or this MiJIake of 
his Lordfhips, is contradicted indeed, but not re- 
tratted\>y\pm in his Hiftory of the Irrfb Rebellion ; 
juft as feveral Things in this Anfwer of your's arc 
contradicted by yourfelfxn t>ther Parts of it ; which, 
however, I believe, you will hardly ^allow to be a 
formal Retractation. 

Le: me obferve further, that, although this Mif- 
take (as you call it) of Clarendon's has been long 
fince known to you, and to many others of your 
Kidney i yet, it never was, and probably never 
would have been, thus publicly, contradifted by 
any of you, if it had not been fo clearly pointed 
out ana expofed as it now is in the Dialogue : 
On the Contrary, moft of your late Writers on 
this Rebellion have fervilely, and diflioneftly copied 
that Calumny, with, the Reft, from his Lordfhip 
and others, alrnoft Word for Word. 

I am now come to , the dreadful Article of 
Murders and Majfacres, which thefe Writers of your's 
have imputed to the Irijh Rebels, with an Exagge- 
ration, as to Numbers and Cruelty, exceeding all 
Belief ! Forty or fifty thoufand Protejlants, mafla- 
cred in cold Blood, in the very firft Beginning of 
this Rebellion, is the fmalleft Number mentioned 
by any -of them. But the Author of the Dialogue 
has affirmed (and you have not contradicted him) 
that, in the printed Examinations in Temple and 
Borlafi 9 there are no Dates that fhew, that any 
Murders* at all were committed by the Irijb on the 
Englijh, on the firft, fecond, or tnird Day of their 
Infurre&ion : And you know, Sir, that thefe Exa~ 
minations, (fuch as they are,) are trie beft, if not 
only Proof that you are able to produce of the 
Perpetration of any of thefe Murders. 

Some- 
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Something, however, you was obliged to fey, 
by Way of ^nfwer to this Remark : And fo you 
tell the Author of the Dialogue, a. little peevifhly, 
that, " he is miftaken in thinking that, in the 
" Depofitions, there are no Dates to. the Times (I) 
" of the Commiffion of thefe Murders ; that Sir 
" John Temple and Doctor Borlafe give only very 
" lhort Abftra&s of them, and have for the moil 
" Part, though not alwayt, omitted the Dates ; 
41 that it is but a ftiort Journey to the College- 
" Lihrary ; and that there, ,in thirty -two Volumes 
"■ of original Depofitions, he will find the Omif- 
" fions re&ified." But pray, Sir, are there any 
Dates in thefe thirty-two Volumes of original De- 
pofitions, which prove that fhamelefs Affertion of 
Clarendon, viz, that " forty or fifty thoufand Pro- 
"tejlants were murdered by the Irifh, before they

there were not, towhat Purpofe have you mentioned 
them at all, on this Occafion ? Can thefe original 
Depofitions furnifh you with a Proof, that even as 
many Prote/ianis were thus cruelly deftroyed by the 
Irijb Rebels, at their firft Rifirig out, as there are 
Volumes of them ? It .is manifeft they cannot : Be- 
caufe, after all your vapouring about thenl, you 
have produced Nothing at all material from thence ; 
but are forced (in this, as well as former Exigen- 
cies) to hay$ r Kecourfe to the vague and exploded 
Relations of Temple and Borlafe 5 who, although 
tlfey had full Liberty to perufe thefe original De- . 
G . . pofitioiw,

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pofttions, and although Borlaje inform us, that (*h) 
«* in his Time, it was conhdently averred by the

calls it) by the Help of any Dates in thefe original 
Depositions, or of any other Papers or Records 
whatfocver. 

Nay, it is highly probable, That thefe Dates 
were purpofely Uipprefic], by Temple and Borlaje* 
in the printed Depojitions ; in Order to render it 
more difficult to the Irijb % at that Juncture, to ac- 
quit themfelves of thele imputed Cruelties : For 
the Commiffion, in Virtue of which Enquiry was 
made into thefe Cruelties, exprefsly direfts, that 
** (n) the Day or Night, on which thefe Outrages 
" were committed, lhould be fpecified." So that, 
whenever thefe thirty- two, Volumes of original 
Depofitions with all their Dates fhall be made 
public, as you threaten they fome Time or other 
fhall ; the having fupprefled fo many of them 
(and of thofe Dates too in fuch as have been pub- 
lithsd) for fo long a Time after the Deceafe of 
all thofe who might, and on one folemn Occafion 
did, falfify and refute their Contents, will prove 
a juft and invincible Bar to their being credited by 
any candid or intelligent Reader. 

What has confirmed the Author of the Dia- 
logue in his Opinion that few or no Englijh were 
deftroyed in the firft Beginning of this Rebellion, 
is, a \o) Letter of the Lords Juftices and Council

— In what Light will 
even you confider the horrible Affirmation of Temple?

me, and is intuuled, A Letter to a Per fan. of Qua- 
lity concerning ihe Afits of Settlement ; it is luppofed 
to have been written by Sir Richard Nagle, Attor- 
ney-General in Ireland in the Reign of James II. 
and the Paffage referred to in it relating to this 
Rebellion b, Word for Word, as follows.

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* without any Probability, that they cwuld or would 
* l be guilty of killing Soldiers or innocent Englifn" 
Whether or no you could, or would find, the 
Records and Proceedings here appealed to, is not 
at prefcnt material ; it is not improbable, that 
they have been long fin<;e deftroyed by Men of 
your Stamp, whofe Intereft, or Malice, hath ever 
prompted them to blacken the unhappy Irijh, as 
much as poflible, -in this Article of Murders ; but 
that thefe Records were then extant in Dublin, and 
to be feen, there is the greateft Reafon to believe, 
both from the Appeal itfelf, and from the Profef- 
fion* of the Terfoh who is fuppofed to have made 
it. You have difingenoufly omitted what imme- 
diately follows in that Note, becaufe it fhews that 
the Author of the Dialogue did not defign to 
impofe upon his Readers by inferring it, viz. 
w "Thofe who have an Opportunity of confulting 
" thefe Records, which 1 have not had, may fooa 
** fatisfy themfelves as to this Particular. 

With Regard to what you have fubjoined, that

How illegal, tyrannical, and bloody, thefe 
Courts of Juftice were7 efpecially in Ireland^ is 
fufficiently known. The Protectant Authbr of 
the brief Chronicle < of the civil JVars • of England y 
Ireland and Scotland (kj fays of them, that 4C the 
tc .Nation (Ireland) was fo generally feared, and in 
4C fuch a Fright, that happy was he, who could- 
4C get out of it : For no Articles were pleadable in 
" them ; and againft a Charge of Things done 
44 twelve Tears -before ^ little or no Defence could be 
** made : And the Cry that was made of Blood, 
* c aggravated with the Expreflions of fo much 
44 Horror, and the no lefs daubing Afpcc} of the 
44 Court, quite confounded the amazed Prifoners^ 
" fo that they came, like Sheep to the Slaughter, &c." 
The Author of the Hiftory of Independency pro- 
perly enough calls thefe Courts of Juftice, " Crom* 
**• well's Slaughter-houses."

And to fh'ew you, that this abrupt Prorogation 
of the Parliament did actually produce thofe 
mifchievous Effects, which, the* Author of the*

Alarmed at this Proceeding, feveral neighbour- 
ing Gentlemen (one of the Principal of whom was

therefore, do you afk, " whether thefe Gentlemen

when you knew that on the very next Day, after 
the Date of this Proclamation, thefe Lord j Juftices

For the Truth of which 
Faft, however, you can produce no Vouchers, 
but the very Parties accufed of this Breach of pub- 
lic Faith, namely, thefe Lords Juftices themfelves, 
and Sir John Temple, who was then of the Privy 
Council. 

And yet yon have the Affurance to afk, (g) " where

tort a Ccmfcffion from him, haw far tht King and 
S^ueen were concerned in this Rebellion. Thus 
did they, from the Beginning, make ufe of Tor- 
ture, to force thofe People to criminate his Majefty, 
as they did, afterwards, of Offers of (r) Life, Eftate, 
and Honours' to the condemned Rebels, for the 
fame vile, and traiterous Purpofe ; which Offers, 
however, fome of the moft obnoxious, and hated 
of thefe Rebels generoufly rejected, at the very 
Moment of their Execution. And are thefe Mat- 
ters of a private Nature, Mr. Harris ! — But I have 
dwelt too long on thefe frivolous Evaiions. 

His next lnftance is fomewhat more general : It 
is, that ** thefe Lords Juftices, fcomfully and in- 
" fultingly, rejected the proffered Subrniffion of

« All thifc while," fays the Earl(w) of Ca/Heba- 
yen> " Parties were fent out by the Lords Juftice*

44 the Rebels ; but the Officers and Soldiers took 
4 * little Care to diftinguifh between Rebels and

without {hewing any Regard to Age, Sex or Con* 
dition. 

Yet, ( y) earlier ftill than the 2 1 & of March, 1 64 1 , 
were fuch Orders iffued by the Lords Juftices 
and Council, as feem to have occafioned thofe 
(hocking Adks of Barbarity, which are but barely 
hinted at by Lord Gajtithaven* Carendm has al- 
ready informed you, that their Lordihips had, early 
in this Rebellion, " forbidden any Quarter to tie

were underftood the Catholics of it only. And ac-

" of the Pale, without excepting of any. That thofe, 
" who Jhould offer to come in, fliould be in no other 

- *« Manner taken in, than as Prisoners taken by 
** the Power and Strength of his Majeftys Army. 
** That, if any of them came to the Army, it 
" (hould be the Soldiers, that feized on* them, be- 
" fore they had Accefs to his Lordjhip : And that they 
"Jhould be denied Accefs to his Perfon. That no 
" Difference fliould be made between the Noble- 
" men that were Rebels, and other Rebels j but 
" that their Houfes and Goods fliould be dealt 
*« with, as thofe of other Rebels." — And to make 
the tragic EfFeds of thefe Orders ftitt more exten- 
five, they added in a Poftfcript, 4< When your

Thus you fee, Sir, that even fuch of thefe de- 
luded Irtjb as were willing to return to their 
Duty, and fubmitted to the Government, were 
by thefe cruel Orders, facrificed to the Fury of 
"Soldiers void of all Compaffion and Humanity, 
and who fought every Opportunity to extirpate their 
whole Race. " Which Procedure," continues the 
Earl of (b) Ca/llehaven, " not only exafperated the 
" Rebels, and induced them to commit the like 
«* Cruelties on the Englijh \ but frightened the No- 
" bility and Gentry round about, who, feeing the 
" harmlefs Country-people, without Refpedfc to 

* ic Age or Sex, thus barbaroufly murdered, and 
" themfelves openly threatened, as Favourers of

c< could not refufe, refolved to ftand upon their

You are fenfible, Sir, that the laft of thefe Or- 
ders has furnifhed me with a further Proof of a 
I>efire in thefe Lords Juftices and .Council to 
protraft this Rebellion, by exprefsly (c) forbidding 
the Earl of Ormonde^ with his gallant and vi&orious 
Army, to purfue thefe Rebels over the Boyne* Mat- 
tered and difmayed as they then were : Which. 
Purfuit, if it had been permitted, would, in all 
Probability, have put a fpeedy End to this Infur- 
re£Hon. But, I wave this Advantage for the 
prefent, and fhall only {hew you, by one undeni- 
able Inftance, how much the Barbarity of thefe 
Soldiers, and of thefe Lords Juftices themfelvet, 
tended to foment and increafe this Rebellion.

44 the Marquis to preferve him from the Violence 
44 of the Soldiers? and put him fecurely into Dublin? 
44 to be tried for any Crime : Which the Marquis 
44 promifed to do, and performed it, though with 
44 {6 much Hazard? that when it was fpread abroad 
44 among the Soldiers, that he was a Papijl? the 
44 Officer, into whofe Cuftody he was entrufted, 
<€C was aflaulted by them; and it was as much as 
44 the Marquis could do to relieve him? and compofe 
44 the Mutiny. When he came to Dublin? he in- 
44 formed the Lords Juftices of the Prifoner he 
44 had brought with him ; of the good Teftimony 
* 4 he had received of his peaceable Carriage : and 
44 of the Pains he had taken to reftrain thofe, with 
44 whom he had Credit, from entering into Re- 
44 bellion ; and of many charitable Offices he had 
44 performed, of which there wanted not Evidence 
44 enough? there being many then in Dublin? who 
44 owed their Lives, and whatever of their For* 
44 tunes was left, purely to him : So that he doubted 
* 4 not he would be worthy of Protection. Within 
4 ' a few Days after, when the Marquis did not 
44 fufpeft the poor Man's being -in Danger, he 
4< heard that Sir Charles Coote? who was Provoft- 

"Marfhal- 
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" Marflial-General, had taken hiai out of Prif^n, 
" and caufed him to be put to Death, in the Morn- 
ing, before, or as foon as it was light : Of which 
" Barbarity the Marquis complained to the Lords 
" Juftices; but was fo far from bringing the other 
" to be questioned, that he found/ himfelf *> be upon 
" fome Difadvantage, for thinking the Proceeding 
" to be other than it ought to have been." 

Dr. Borlafe, in Order to excufe this barbarous 
A£t of Sir Charles Coote y alledges, that, " (e) if he 
" had not done it, his Provoft-Marfhal's Com- 
u miffion would have been violated, and that he 
<c might have been brought to anfwer his Con- 
* c tempt? at a Council of War." — An evident 
Proof, furely, both that Provoft-Marfhals were 
then authorized and bound to commit fuch A£h of 
Barbarity on the innocent and guilty Irijh promif- 
cuoufly ; and that a contrary Behaviour towards 
the former, juft and merciful as it was, would 
have been punifhed as an heinous Offence ! 

And now, pray, tell me, does not this fairly de- 
monflrate, that their Lordfhips did purpofely exafpe- 
rate, not only the Rebels, but alfo the innocent Irijh, 
and thereby make this Rebellion more bloody and 
general than* certainly, it would have otherwife 
beea ? Does hot Cruelty beget Cruelty ? And is it

be? Al*d therefore it behoves you, zty&ur ^ime 
of Life, to think ferioufly of your Danger "V and 
the more, perhaps, as your Labour to revive our 
former Animofities, is as impotent as it is criminal. 
The Time is not at all favourable to you ; and if it 
had been* yott want all the neceflary Implements, 
Power and Talents. 

Your thirty two Volumes, therefore, are but 
a poor Bugbear, to frighten your Adversaries with 
and can be of no real Service to you in the prc- 
fent Controverfy ; as every unprejudiced Perfori 
muft neceflarily look upon them to be lefs authentic, * 
than even thofe detached Pieces which Timfi.'e 
and others have, with fo much Art and Care, culled 
out and published, as the choicejl among them ; 
becaufe thefe latief have been fo many Years' in 
Print, a Circumftance which, at leaft, prevents all 
Safpicion of Alterations as to Dates or Numbers, 
or any other Interpolations- to which manufcript 
Papers, penned by Order of interefted and malicious 
Enemies, and paffing for more than a Century 
through the fame fujpetfod Channel) may be juftly 
thought liable. 

But what, I believe, has raifed your Mettle to 
" fo high a Pitch, is, the Author of the Dialogue's 
faying that " the Irijh did not begin this Tragedy,

" mitted many inhuman Mafiacres even on the 
"firjl Day of the Rebellion, and for many Days 
" after."— -This is, indeed, fuch a Stretch of Ef- 
frontery as I have feldorn, if ever, feen equalled ! 
But jurt. now I have fbewn you that, in this favourite 
Page of your Anfwer, there is not a Syllable to the 
Purpofe which you either then did, or now do, 
mention it for j unlefs, perhaps, you are weak e- 
nough to think that the bare Afiertion of an invete- 
rate Enemy, fuch as Temple undoubtedly was, can 
amount to a full Demonstration ! not to repeat, 
afecond Time, that this very Afiertion appears to be 
a Falfefrood, by a Letter of- the Lords Juftices and 
Council, already cited^ to which that Enemy had 
himfelf fubfcribed. • 

But how came you, Sir, to fay, That the Author of 
the Dialogue has ajferted that the Proteftants be- 
gan the Tragedy, when you know that he only 
related what the Irijh of thofe Times had always 
offerted on that Occafion ? You might with equal 
Trutlnhave faid, That Borlafe hirafelf ajferts the

cres. Nor \iid the Irijh Popilh Clergy them- 
felves ever diftinguifh them by the Name of Prouf- 
iants ; but in all their public Afts have ftigmatized 
them with their true Chara<Steriftic> that of (f) 
" Puritan Enemies." And the ProteJIant Church 
of Ireland (g) foon found, to her Ruin, that they and 
their Chiefs were, indeed, a Set of furious anti-epif- 
copal, as well as antirponarchical Sectaries, whom, 
therefore, flxe hath ever moft juftly difclaimed. 

I (hall now particularly confider that Part of your 
convincing Jnfwer, which relates to the Maflacre it- 
felf. And here, in the firft Place, vou are mighty arch 
and fatyrical on one Wilford* a rrinter of London ; 
who, it feems, had publilhed one of thofe Pamphlets, 
which mention this Butchery at the Ifland of. Ma-

-But, not to dwell longer on Particulars : That 
thefe Popijh Ecclefiaftics, far from ^encouraging, did 
endeavour to prevent, early in tnis Rebellion, all 
Afts of Cruelty and Inju/tice, by fbri&ly forbid- 
ding them, under the fevereft Penalties that they 
could inflifl, is manifeft from the Ads of the ge- 
neral' Congregatkm of their Prelates zt Kilkenny, 
in May 1042, extant in (w\ Borlajfe : Wherein, 
among oiany other Orders fpt that humane and 
chriftian Purpofe, may be Found the fpU6wm£» 

44 We will and declare all thfoe that murder* dif- 
44 member, or grievoufly ftrike ; all Thieves, un- 
44 lawful Spoilers, Robbers x>f any Gpptfs, E*tor~ 
44 ters, together with aU fitch: as- f*v©*n, receive, or 
44 any Ways affift them, tobeexcommuyiicmed\ andfo 
44 to remain, until jfeey: c^feplej^y ^m^^ni fa* 

(w) Appendix to his Hiffory of the t&k ^efc^Uoa,; . , .' * 
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c< tisfy, no lefs than if they were* namely proclaimed 
i{ excommunicated." 

It was alfo ordained by that Congregation, that 
44 all and every fuch as, from the Beginning of 
" the War, had invaded the Pofleffions of Goods, 
44 as well moveable as immoveable, spiritual or 
u temporal,"" of any Irijb Protejlant, hot being an 
44 Adverfary of that Caufe and did detain them, 
" fliould be excommunicated* . 

Here, Sir, is an authentic and un.anfwerable 
Proof of thefe Ecclefiaftics* juft, and humane 
Regards to the Proteftants of Ireland, in that dif- 
fracted and miferable Conjuh£Uire.— But, authen- 
tic and unanswerable as it is, Iexpeft not that you 
will receive, or at leaft own, Copvi&ion from 
it. According to Cuftom, you will labour to 
evade this Fa&, merely becaufe you cannot an- 
fwer or refute it : And you will divert the Rea- 
der's Attention tofome other Part of the Con- 
dud^ 'of thefe 'Ecclefiaftics, which Nobody will 
apprWe of; and which, even they themfelvcs 
have retraced and reformed. You will, doubt- 
lefs, obje& in this Place, with Clarendon, (x) the 
" unhappy, unprelatical, and uncatholic . Proceed* 

ing£" of the Bifhops and other Clergy afferri- 
Wed at Jatneflown and Galway, in 1650, in excom- 
municating all thofe of their Communion, who 
adhered to, or any Way affifted the Marquis of 
Ormonde, then his Majefty's Lieutenant- General* 
and General-Governor of Inland. ' I am very far 
from vindicating or approving thefe Proceedings. 
Clarendon himfelf confeffes, that (y) 44 all the fo- 
44 ber Profeffors of the Roman -catholic Religion, 
" aj that Juncture,, abhorred them j and that

<c abominate the Proceedings of that Congregatidtj^ 
** and the Doctrine they infusM into the feopk : 
"And that the fame was difowned by fome of 
u thofe Bifhopsjaft mentioned, as being obtruded 
" on them by the major Vote, or done by their Pro- 
" curators, without their Affent or Knowledge." 

Yet, after all, Sir, Truth and Juftice oblige us 
to confefs, That thefe unjuftifiable Proceedings of 
that Congregation were not altogether unprovoked : 
For, not to mention that many of the moft con- 
fiderable of the confederated. Irijb did lqpg fuf- 
pe& (whether juftly or no, I will not determine) 
that thofe great and frequent Lofles and Defeats, 
which they had fuftained fince the Peace of 1648, 
were chiefly occafioned by tjhe Marquis of Or- 
monde's Disregard or Hatred to their Nation aitfl 
Religion ; it is a Fad confined on all Hands, that 
thefe Prelates of Jameflown and Galway 9 did not 
publidi their Excommunication until the 15th of 
September j 1650; before which Time, (a) they

" jefty** Dominions, but to oppofe himfelf thereto, and to endea- 
" vour the Extirpation thereof to the vtmoft of his power — -Hit 
" Majeffy is convinced in Confidence of the exceeding great Sinful - 
nefs-, and Unlawfulncfs of that Treaty and Peace (1648)' made

And fome Alleviation it will 
certainly be allowed to be, if we confider j That, 
upon thefe Prelates* having, foon after, received 
an Aflurance from the Marquis of Ormonde (e)

. But the Falfity of all this will evidently appear, 
by a few Extracts from that State of his Majefty's 
Affairs, and the Condition of his faithful Subjects 
in the Kingdom of Ireland, April 12, 1651 j which* 
was fent by the Marquis of Qanriearde himfelf, to 
the MarquUs of Ormonde, on Occafion of this Ne- 
gociation and Treaty with the Duke of Lorrait's

By this Account, Sir, (the Truth of which you 
will not, I hope, difputej rt is fully manifeft, that 
cc the Roman-Catholic Forces, then under the 
" Command of his Excellency, the Marquis of 
" Clanricarde* had not as much of Ireland in 
41 their Power, as could maintain a War againft 
" the Rebels in that Kingdom." — And that, what- 
ever Inclination they might have had to treat with 
thefe Rebels for Conditions, it was not at all owing 
to the Influence or I alligations of their Clergy y 
bat naturally arofe from that great and irremediable 
Diftrefs, to which they faw their Country reduced, 
and from the difmal Profpe& of fuch Diftrefs's daily 
increafing, until it fliould end in their total 
Deftcu&ion. 

Accordingly, Sir, the Marquis of Clanricarit 
informs us, that, as foon as thefe Catholics under-

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flood, «(!) that his Highnefs, the Duke ofLorrain's 
Embauador had arrived in . Inland, with Offers 
pf powerful Affiftance for the Prefervation of the 
Catholic Religion, and his Majcfty's and Sub- 
ject's Intereft, the People ;ook much Comfort 
and Encouragement thereby, hoping that the Re- 
bels' Power might he oppofed \ and foon after did 
the faid Towns, and all other Places, yet in his 
Majefty's Obedience, feem more chearfully than 
before to aflift his Majefty's Authority, in oppo- 
fing the Rebels, and to difavow and difclaim any 
Treaty with them, though formerly inclined, if 
not refolved/* 

Upon this, the Marquis of Clanricarde "(m)did 
authorizefome of the Roman Catholic Prelates, and 
Commiffioners of Truft to treat with the faid Em- 
baffador ; who being accordingly called together, 
with feveral Officers of the Army, after a long 
and ferious Debate of the Matter propofed by 
his Highnefs's Embauador, they, weighing the 
unavoidable Danger the Nation was in of falling 
6 into the Rebels Power ; and how the People, if 
1 not fuddenly affifted, were fo much impoveriihed , 
1 as they would be utterly deftroyed, or forced to 
1 fubmit to the Rebels, did therefore. ad vife, That it 
1 was abfolutely necejfary, to accept of his faid High- 
' nefs's Protection .But the faid Embaffador's Pro- 

E' likions being fuch as his Excellency the Lord 
eputy could not confent unto, the Treaty and 
' Cohclufion for further Supplies, was put over to 
' be determined by his Highnefs, or fuch as he 
' would depute, and fuch as then fhould be au- 
c thprifed by the Lord . Deputy in his Majefty's

(d)" But^vhy," you juftly object to yourfelf, 
41 did not thefe Gentlemen, or others, attempt to 
" prove the contrary ?"

And it is remarkable, in the Cafe of Kilkenny 
and Graigue* that the Affirmative* which he thus 
challenges his Adverfaries to prove, was not the 
Commiffion of qll thofe Murders that were imput? 
ed to the Jrijhj but of any om of them only : Yet, 
even That they never attempted to prove ; although, 
to encourage theqa to attempt it, he had undertaken, 
in the Name of Perfons of Honour and Quality* to al- 
low their whole Jegtnaary Colle&ion for Truth, in 
Cafe they fucceeded.

** Fa&ion, that they would be able, and doubr- 
" Jefs willing, to clear all the Pofijh Party> how 
€i guilty foever, and condemn all the Protejlants, how

Sir, could have been ignorant, that his Majefty 
had before (g) confented.to this Requeft of the Irijh^

I need not acquaint you, that it was chiefly oft 
Account of thefe unjuft Imputations of Murder*

were dealt with, on that memorable Occafion, I 
fliall not now enquire: But, becaufe you have 
ftolen into your Anfwer feme Part of that wretched 
Sophiftry, which was formerly made Ufe of by 
Lord Orrery, to vindicate this Breach of public 
Faith, I refer the Reader to Piter Waljtis Reply

It will not be denied, even by yon, that, after 
the Conclufion of this Peace, feveral Thoufands 
of the Irtjh Catholics conftantly fought his Majet- 
Ay's Battles againft the Ufurpers in Ireland ; (g) 
** therein loft their Blood and Fortunes* and neve* 
4c fubmitted to their Authority, until they were 
** over-powered, and forced thereto ;— -that, when 
c< they could not refift any longer, many ThoU- 
" fands of them followed King Charles the Se- 
tl cond's Fortunes in foreign Parts, and there cn- 
to lifted under his Enfigns ; and that even luch as 
*' ftaid at Home, never made any Conditions wok 
" the Ufurpers* until they were liccnfecf thereto 
** by his Majefty*" 

And this, Sir* is another Proof of fuch difinterefied 
Loyalty in thefe Irijb Catholics, as the moft fanguine 
of their Accufers were never, able to produce for 
themfelves !— What Sort of Requital they met with 
from his Majefty, after his Reiteration, it notorious 
enough j and may be learned, even from the Con*-

I am now come to that Part of your Book, 
wherein you haye ferioujfy undertaken to anfwer, 
and account for, three of the moft ridiculous and 
incredible Paffages, that can be found in Temple, 
or any other Legend. 

The Author of the Dialogue, in Order to 
give a brief Specimen of thofe fadfe and abfurd 
Depofitions, on the Faith of which thefe Rebels 
have been charged with committing horrid and 
numberlofs Cruelties; has pointed out three of them 
in particular, fworn by pretended Eye-witne]fes :

** to appear to this Gentleman, who was none of their

I {hall conclude this Letter by obferving, that 
the Author of the Dialogue has this, Angular Ad- 
vantage, atnong many others, over you in this .Con- 
troverfy.; That his Proofs, in extenuating the Cruel- 
ties imputed to the Irijh in this Rebellion, are either 
taken from, or fupported by, the Teftimonies of 
many of their principal jfdverfaries : Whereas you 
have not produced, a fingle approved Writer, of their 
Side, to juftify your monftrous Charge of Maflacres 
againft them ; or any qther Evidence, but; what has 
been picked up from the partial Narrations, and 
manifeft Perjuries, of their Accufers themfelves. 
The only (y) Writer of theirs, whom you have quo- 
ted on the Subject of thefe Cruelties, is confeffed 
by (*) yourfelf to have been fo much difapproyed 
by them, that his Book was condemned by their fu- 
preme Council at Kilkenny, in the Year 1648, to 
be publickly burned ; and tbePrieft, in whofe Cuf- 
tody it was found, with great Difficulty eibaped

KL Cidri«x ift. Mr. f/oi^ and! Dr. BtM r Bifhop 
of Kilmore,) who afe £w*f 4Am* againfli ymi ;. and 
whofe Authority ought to be looked upon as decifive 
in this Controverfy. — Whom yet, you find, I have 
had no need to call in to my Ai&ftance in the fore- 
going Letter. 

You have ungeneroufly robbed King Charles 1&. 
of an Honour that is undoubtedly due to his Me- 
mory ; that of having written the Eikon Bafiike y 
one of the fineft Pieces that, perhaps, has ever 
appeared in Engli/h* or any other modern Language.

about him, where they were never disturbed by the 
Rebels fn the Exercife of their Worlhip. — Is it pro- 
bable^ Mr. Harris, that fuch a Prelate as Do&or 
Bedell was, preflcd with the Confcioufnefs of fo much 
Guiltj and favoured for fo long a Time with fuch 
an Opportunity of attoning for it, would not have 
undeceived the Wdrld in fo material an Article, 
fometime before his Death, which was fo far from 
being fudden or unexpected, that he pioufly prepa- 
red for it in every other Refpeft, fome Weeks before 
it happened ?

Number" i. -The Relation of the Lord Maguire, 
(concerning the Irifh Rebellion,) written wit 1 ) his 
own Hand in the Tower , and delivered by him t& 
Sir John Conyers, then Lieutenant , to prefent to 
the Lords in Parliament. Frim BorlafeV Hi/lory 
of the Irifh RebeUon. 

BEING in Dublin Candlemas-Term, laft was 
twelve Month, 1640, the Parliament then 
fitting, Mr. Roger Moore did write ta me, defiring 
me, that if I could in that fpare Time, I would* 
come to his Houfe, for then the Parliament did no- 
thing but Tit, and adjourn, expecting a Commit 
fion for the Continuance thereof* their former Com* 
miffion being expired, and* that fome Things he 
had to fay unto me, that did merely concern me, 
aud on Receipt of his Letter, the new Commif- 
fion for continuing the Parliament landed, and I 
did return him an Anfwer that I could not fulfil 
his Requeft for that* prefent; and thereupon he. 
himfelf came to Town prefently after, and fend- 
ing to me, I went . to fee him at bis Lodging : 
And after fome little Time fpent in Salutations, 
he began to difcourfe of the many Afflictions and 
Sufferings of the Natives of that Kingdom, and 
particularly in thofe late Times of my Lord Straf- 
ford's Government, which gave Diitafte to the 
whole Kingdom. And then he began to particu- 
larize the Sufferings of them that were the more 
aotient Natives, as were the Irijh \ how; that on 
feveral Plantations they were all put out of their 
Anceftors Eftates. All which Sufferings, he faid, 
Q. did 
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did beget a general Difeontent over all the whole 
Kingdom in both the Natives ; to wit, the Old and 
New Irijb, And that if the Gentry of the Kingdom 
Were difpofed to free themfelves furtherly from 
the like Inconvenience, and get good Conditions 
for themfelves, for regaining their Anceftors, or at 
leaft, a good Part thereof, Eftates, they could ne- 
ver defire a more convenient Time than that Time, 
tfoe Diftempers of Scotland being then on Foot, 
and did afk me what I thought of it ; I made him 
A rower that I could not tell what to think of it ; 
fuch Matters being altogether out of my Element. 
Then he would needs have an Oath of me of 
Secrecy ; which I gave him, and thereupon be" told 
me that he fpoke to the beit Gentry of Quality in 
Leinjler, and a great Part of Connaught touching 
that Matter, and he found all of them willing 
thereunto, if lobe, they could draw to them the 
Gentry of Ulfter, for which Caufe, fa'rd he, I came 
to fpeak to you 3 then he began to lay down to 
me the Cafe that- 1 was in there, overwhelmed 
in Debt, the S/nallnefs of my Eftate, and the 
Greatnefs of the Eftate my Anceftors had, and 
how I fliould be fure to get jt again, or at leaft a 
good Part thereof ; and moreoyer how the Wel- 
fare, and maintaining the Catholic Religion, which, 
he faid, undoubtedly the Parliament now' in Eng- 
land will fupprefs, doth depend, on hi For, 
faid he, it is to be feared, and fo much I hear from 
every under/landing Man, the Parliament intends 
the utter Subversion of eur Religion ; by which Pet' 
fun/ions he obtained my Confent. And fo he demanded 
whether any more of Ul/ier Gentry were in Town ? 
I told him that Philip Rtyfa Mr. Tirelagh Nea/e, 
Brother to Sir Phelim O Sealer and Mr, Cofloe Mac 
Mahon were in Town, fo for that Time we 
parted.

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The next Day he invited Mr. Heyfy-zni I to 
cfrne with him, and after Dinner he fent for thofe 
o^er gentlemen, Mr. Nea/e? and Mr. Mac Malm? 
and when they were come* he began the Difcourfe 
formerly ufed to me, to therri, and. with the fame 
Perfuafions formerly ufed *o me, he obtained their 
Confent. And then he began to difcourfe of -the 
Manner how it pught to be done, of the Feafibi- 
lity and Eafinefs of the Attempt* confidering Mat- 
ters, as they then flood in England? the Troubles of 
Scotland,, the great Number of able Men in, the 
Kingdom, meaning Ireland? what Succours they 
were, more then,, to hope for from Abroad, and 
the Army tjien raifed, all Irijbmen anjd well armed, 
meaning tbp Army raifed .by my Lord Sfraffotd^ 
againft Scstland. Firft, that every one fhould en- 
deavour to draw bis own Friends into that A&? 
ana) at kaft thofe that did live in one County with 
them j and when they had fo done, they^would 
fend , to, the Irijh in the Low-Countries, and Spain, 
to let them know. of. the Day, and Refolutioc, 
fo t£a* they be over with them by that Day, or 
foon after wilb a Supply of Arms and Ammuni- 
tion* as. th^y could j that there fhould be a fet Day 
appointed, and every one in his own Quarters ihould 
rife out tRat Day, and feize on all Arms he could 
get in his County, and this Day to be near . Win* 
ter, fo that England could no? be able to fend 
Forces into Ireland before May? and by that Tin|e 
there was no Doubt to be made, but that they 
themftlves ihould be fupplied by the * Irijh beyond 
Seas, who, he faid, could not mifs of Help from either 
Spain? or the Pope ; but that his Refoiutions were 
not in.all Things allowed. For, firft it was refold- 
ed nothing fhould be done, until firft they had 
fent to the Irijh over Seas to know; their Advice, 
and what Hope of Succefs they could giye, for in

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them, as they faid, all their Hope of Relief was , 
and they would have both their Advice and Refo- 
lutkm before any further Proceeding?, more than 
to fpeak to, and try Gentlemen of the Kingdom, 
every one, as they could conveniently, to fee, in 
Cafe they would at any Time grow to a Refolu- 
tion, what to be, and Strength they muft truft to ; 
then Mr. Moore told them that it was to no Pur- 
pofe to fpend much Time in fpeaking to the Gen- 
try. For there was no Doubt to be made of the 
Iri/bj that they would be ready at arfy Time. And 
that all the Doubt was in the Gentry of the Pale x but 
he faid, that for his own Part, he was really affin- 
ed, when they had rifen out, the Pale Gentry 

. would not ftay long after, at leaf! that they would 
not oppofc them in any Thing, but be Neuters ; 
and if in Cafe th$y did, that they had Men enough 
in the Kingdom without them. Moreover, he faid 
he had fpoke to a great Man, who then (hould be 
namelefs, that would not fail at the appointed Day 
of rifing out to appear, and to be feen in the 

- Aft. But that until then he was fworn not to re- 
veal him j and that was all that was done at that 
Meeting, only that Mr. Moore (hould, the next 
JLent following, make a Journey down into the 
North, to know what was done there, and that 
he alfo might inform them what he had done, 
and fo or*, parting, Mr. Philip Reyh, and I, did 
importune Mr. Moore for the Knowledge of that 
-great Man, that he fpake of; and on long In- 
fteaty, after binding us to new Secrecy, not to dif- 
covcr him till the Day fbould be appointed, he 
told that it was the Lord of Mayo, who was 
very powerful in Command of Men in thofe 'Parts 
of Connaught wherein he lived, and that there was 
bo Doubt to be made of him, no more than was 
mf bunfelf, and fo we parted.

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The next Lett following, Mr. Moore* according 
to his Promife, came into Ulfler* by Reafon it was 
tke Time of Affizes in feveral Counties y there he 
met * only with Mr. Reyly* and nothing \p as then 
done, but all Matters put off till the May fol- 
lowing, where we, or rhoft of us fhould meet at 
Dublin*, it beinsboth Parliament and Term-Time : 
In the mean Time, there landed one Neale Q 
Neale* fent by the Earl of Tyrone out of Spain* 
to fpeak with the Gentry of his Name and Kin- 
dred, to let them know that he had treated with 
Cardinal Richelieu for obtaining Succour to come 
for Ireland* and that he prevailed with the Cardi- 
nal, fo that he was to have Arms, Ammunition 
and Money from him on Demand to come for 
Ireland* a.nd that he only expe&ed a convenient 
Time to come away, and to defire them* to be 
in a Readinefs, and to procure all others, whom 
they could, to be fo like wife, which Meffage di4 
fet on the Proceedings very much fo, that Mr. 
Moore* Mr. Reyly* my Brother, and I, meeting 
the next May at Dublin* and the fame Meffenger 
there too : It was refolved, that he fhould return 
to die Earl into Spain with their Refolution, which 
was that they would rffe.out twelve or fourteen 
Days before or after All~ballontide* as they fhould 
fee Caufe, and that he (hould not fail to be with 
them by. that Time : There was a Report at that 
Time, and before that the Earl of Tyrone was kil- 
led, which was not believed, by reafon of many 
fuch Reports formerly, which we found to be falfe, 
and fo the Meffenger departed with Dire&ions, that 
if the Earl's Death were true, be fhould repair in-\ 
to the Low-Countries to Colonel Owen O Neale* 
and acquaint him wkh his Commiffion from the 
Earl ; whereof, it was thought he was not igno- 
rant, and ti> return an Anfwer Tent by him, and 
0.3 ** 
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to fee what he tfbuld advife, or would do himfelf 
therein. But prefently after his Departure, the 
Certainty of the Earl's Death was known, and on 
further Refolution it was agreed, that an Exprefs 
Meflenger fhould be fent to the Colonel to make 
all the Refolutions known to him,, and to return 
fpeedily with his Anfwer. And fo one Toole Conely, 
a Prieft, as I think, Parifli-f rieft to Mr. Moore, 
was fent away to Colonel O Neale : In the Interim 
there came feveral Letters and News out of Eng- 
land, to Dublin, of Proclamations agaivjl the Ca- 
tholicks 3/* England, and alfo that the Army raifed 
in Ireland, Jhould be dijbanded and conveyed into 
Scotland : And prefently after, feveral Colonels and 
Captains landed, with Dire£Hons to carry away thofe 
Men 3 amongft whom Colonel Plunket, Colonel 
Bourne, and Captain Bryan Neale came, but did 
not all come together ; for Plunket landed before 
my coming out of Town, and theother two after, 
wherein a great Fear of fupprejjing of Religion 
was conceived? and efpecially by the Gentry of the 
Pale ; and it was very common amongft them, that 

• it wo»ld be very inconvenient to fuffer fo many 
Men to be conveyed out of the Kingdom j it being, 
as was faid, very confidently reported, that the Scot- 
tijh Army did . threaten never to lay down Arms, 
until an Uniformity of Religion were in the three 

. Kingdoms, und the Catholic Religion fupprejfed* 
And thereupon both Houfes of Parliament began 
to oppofe their going, and the Houfes were divid- 
ed in their Opinions ; fome would have them go, 
others not ; but what the definitive Concluflon of 
the Houfes. was touching the Point, I cannot tell j 
for by Leave from the Houfe of Lords I departed 
into the Country before the Prorogation. But be- 
fore my Departure I was informed by John Barn- 
well, a Fryar, that thofe Gentjemen of the Pale % 

and 
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and fome other Members of- the Houfe -of Com- 
mons, had feveral Meetings and Confutations, how 
they might make Stay of the Soldiers in the King- 
dom, andjikewife to arm them in Defence of the 
King, being much injured both of England and 
Scotland then, as they were informed, and to pre- 
vent any Attempt againjl Religion ; and prefently 
after I departed into the Country, and Mr, Reyly, 
being a Member of the Houfe of Commons, flayed 
the Prorogation ; and on his coming into the Coun- 
try fent to me to meet him, and I came to his 
Houfe, where he told me that he heard for cer- 
tain, that the former Narration of Barnwell to 
me, for I did acquaint him with it, was true, and 
that he heard it from feveral there ; alfo was Ever 
MacMahon, made firmly privy to all our Proceed- 
ings at Mr. Reylfs, lately come out of the Pale? 
where he met with the aforenamed John Barnwell* 
who told him as much -, and he formerly told rae. 
and moreover, that thofe Colonels that lately came 
over, did proffer their Service and Induftry in that 
A&, and fo would raife their Men under Colour to 
convey them into Spain, and then feize on the Caf- 
tle ot Dublin, and with their Arms there to arm 
their Soldiers, and have them ready (or any Occa- 
Fion, that fhould be commanded them ; but that 
they had not concluded any Thing, became they 1 , 
were hot aflured how the Gentlemen of the remote 
Parts of the Kingdom, and efpecially of Uljier,- 
would ftand'affe&ed to that Aft, and that Aflurance 
of that Doubt was all their Impediment. Then 
we three began to think, how we might affure 
them Help, and of the Affiftance of Ulfter Gentle- • 
men: It was thought that one fbould be fent to 
them to acquaint them therewith, and they made 
Choice of me to come ; by reafon, as they faid, 
that my Wife was allied to them and their Coun- 
_ " \ try- 



try-woman, and would believe me, truft me fboner 
than other of their Parties, they or moft of them 
being of the Pals. And fo", with-it as much as 
to return Home to fiirnifh myfeif fdr fuch a Jour- 
ney, volens, nolens, they prevailed, or rather forced 
me to come to Dublin to confer w»th thofc Colonels, 
and that was the laft Auguft Was Twelvemonth. 
Coming to Town, I met Sir James Dillon acci- 
dentally before I came to my Lodging, who was 
one of thofc Colonels; and after Salutation*, he 
demanded of me where my Lodging was, which 
when I told him we parted ; the next Day be^' 
kig abroad about fome other Occafions in Town, 
I met him, as he faid, coming to wait on me in 
my Chamber; but being a good Way from it, he 
defired me to go into his own Chamber, being 
near at Hand ; and then began to dtfcourfe of the 
prefent Sufferings and Affiiftipns of that Kingdom, 
and particularly of Religion ± and hotu'they li/ere to 
&peQ no Redre/sy the Parliament in England /«- 
tending, and the Scots refihing never to lay aown 
Arms untill the Catholkk Religion were fupprejfed. 
Then he likewife began to lay down what Danger 
it would be to fuffer to many able Men, as was to 
go with them, to depart thef Kingdom in fuch a 
Tiihe: Neither, faid he, do ftieir other Gentle- 
men' that are Colonels ih& rnyfelf, affeft our own 
private Profit, fe as to prefer it before, the gene- 
ral Good of the Kingdom : And knowing you are 
well afFe&ed thereunto \ and I hope, faid he, ready, 
to put your helping Hand to it upon Occasion, I 
will let you know the Refolution of thofe. other* 
Gehtlemen and mine, which is, if -tot were ready 
toraifeoor Men, and after to fcize~on -the £aftle, 
where there is g*eat Store of Arms, and arm our- % 
felves there. This was the firft Motion that ever 
I hard *f taking- the €aftte $ fir h never came 

into 
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into our Thoughts formerly, nor am I perfftadtd 
ever would, if it nad not proceeded from thofe 
Colonels, who were the firft Motioners and Con- 
trivers thereof, for aught known to me 5 and then 
to be ready to prevent, and refift any Danger, that 
the Gentlemen of the Kingdom iike thereof, and 
help us ; For we of ourfelves neither are ablej nor 
will do any Thing therein without their Afliftance. 
I began according ro the Directions that were fent 
with me to approve of their Retaliation, and alfo to 
let him know, how Aire he might be of the Afliftance 
of thofe of Ulfter. Then he told us, that for my 
more Satisfaction, I fliould confer with the reft of 
the Colonels themfclves, as many as are privy to 
the A&ion, and accordingly a Place of Meeting 
was appointed that Afternoon \ and on the Time 
and Place appointed, there met Sir James himfelf, 
Colonel Bourne and Colonel Plunket. And that 
former Difcourfe being renewed, they began 
to lay down the Obftacles to that Enterprife, and 
how they fliould be redreffed. lft, If there fliould 
War enfue^how there fliould be Money had to pay 
the Soldiers. 2dly, How and where gthey fliould 
procure Succours from foreign Parts. 3dly, How 
to draw in the Pale Gentlemen. 4tbly, Who 
fliould undertake to furprife the Caftle, and how it 
fliould be done* 

To the firft, it was anfwered, that die Rents 
in the Kingdom every where, not having Refpedl 
whofe they fliould be, due to the Lords and Gen- 
tlemen thereof, fliould be colle&ed to pay the 
Soldiers.. And moreover, they might be Aire, 
nay, that there was no Doubt thereof, to procure 
Money from the Pope, who gave feveral Promifes 
formerly to my Lord of Tyrone, in cafe he could 
make Way to come into Ireland, to maintain fix 
thoufand Men yearly at his own Charge j and that 

notwith- 
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ftotwithftanding, that my Lqrd of Tyrone was dead, 
yet that he would continue the fame Forwardnefs 
how. 

To the fecond, it was anlwered by Colonel 
"Bourne, that Help from abroad could not fail {hern. 
For, faid he, Colonel O Neale told me, that he 
had, or would procure in Readinefs, I do not re- 
member which of thofe the Colonel fpake. or 
^ whether he fpoke pofitively that Colonel O .Neale 
Tiad Arms, or would procure them Arms for ten 
thoufand Men. And moreover, faid he, I make 
no graft Queftion, that if we fend into Spain? 
we fhall not mifs of Aid y for I being in London 
the laft Year in the Scots Troubles, I was in 
Conference with one of the Spanijh Ambafladors 
there then, and talking of tfceir Troubles then a 
foot j he faid, that if the* Jrtfh did then rife too, 
and fend to Spain > their Meffengers would be re- 
ceived under Canopies of Gold. Thefe laft Words 
he told me, and feme one Man of thofe that were 
prefent, privately, whofe Name I cannot call to 
mind; neither well ' remember I whether he fpoke 
to them all, or no, then it was t*hought, that when 
they were both in Arms for Defence of the Catho- 
Hck Caufe, they would be fuccoured by the Catho- 
Uck Princes of Chrrftendom. 

To the third j it was anfwered by Colonel Plunle'tj 
That ht was as morally ceirtain, f6r thofe were his 
Wdrds, as he could be of any Thing, that the Pale 
•Gentlemen would join with them, and affift them. 
F*>r, he faid., I have fpoke to feveral'of tfiem fince my 
Land hie; in the Kingdom, and I find them very ready 
andf willing; and withal 1 have at London fpoke to 
fome of the Committees, and particularly to my 
Lord of Gorman/iown, to let them know his refo- 
lution, and they approved it very well. < All this 
was not <ifae at the firft Meeting, but at three or 

four 
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four Meetings : And fo on the laft Meeting, it was 
refolved to the laft Doubt, touching feizing the 
Caftle, that Colonel Plunket and Colonel Bourne 
fhould undertake that Tafk, becaufe they were near- 
er to it than any other, and alio feize on the Forts, 
Garrifons and other Places, where they think, any 
Arms ' fhould be ;. and jn particular, Londonderry* 
which fhould be undertaken by thofe of Uljier y and 
then there was a fet Day appointed for the Execu- 
tion thereof; that was the fifth of. the enfuing Oc- 
tober* this being the latter End of Auguft^ or the 
Beginning of September y Anno 1641. I do not 
know whether. And every one fhould make Pro- 
vifion to rife out that Day ; and they were nam- 
ed, that fhould firft fuccour them, that would take 
the Caftle with Mten prefently, namely, Sir James 
Dillon^ who did undertake to be with them with- 
in three, or at the moft, four Days, with a thou- 
fand Men, and fo much more fhould come to 
them out of the North. For thefe two Colonels 
did not intend to ufe above a hundred Men in the 
Surprifal, whereof they were to have twenty good 
able Gentlemen : ,For they, made Account, that 
having the Caftle, they, with the Artillery* would 
matter all the Town, until they were relieved by 
Men from the Country : And becaufe there was a: 
Doubt made, how all this fhould be done in fo 
fcort a Time, they did appoint, that all that were 
there prefent, fhould not fail to meet again there 
the 20th of September^ to give an Account of all 
Things, as well Hopes as Impediments. And if 
on that Interview all Things; fhould happetv to be 
well, that they go forward, or if otherwife, to pro- 
long the Execution of it to. a more, convenient 
Time, and fo we parted, every Man into the- 
Country about his own Tafk. And. I- in my Way: 
home came to Mr. B*jlf% Houfe x and there I re-; 

ceived 
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ccivcd a Letter from Sir Phelim Neale, that hi$ % 
Lady was dead, and to be buried on the Sunday 
following, this being on the Saturday, and defiring 
me in all Kindnefs to come to the Burial ; and 
Mr. Reyly having received another Letter to the 
fame Effe&, would needs have me go thither, 
whereurtto I was unwilling, being weary, withal not 
provided to go to fuch a Meeting, as well, faid he, 
to prevent any, Jealoufy from the Lady's Friends ; 
as alfo, to confer with Sir Phelim touching ajl thofe 
Proceedings, for neither he nor I fpoke to Str Phe- 
lim concerning the Matters before, but to his Bro- 
ther Tirelagh O ' Neale, and » coming thither, we 
found Captain Brian O Neale, lately come out of 
the Low-countries, fent over by Colonel O Neale 
to fpeak to and provoke thofe of Vlfter to rife out 
in Arms* and that, he would be with them, oa 
Notice of their Day, the fame Day, or foon after it. 
And it was afked of the faid Captain what Aid 
he could fend or procure, being but a private Co- 
lonel, or where he could get any. He replied, 
That the faid Colonel told him, that he had fent 
to feveral Places that Summer to demand Aid, and 
in particular to Cardinal Richelieu into France, to 
whom he had fent twice that Year, and had com- 
fortable, and very hopeful Promifes from them, 
and efpecially from that Cardinal, on whom he 
thought the Colonel did moil depend, fo that there 
was no Doubt to be made of Succour from him, 
and efpecially when they had rifen out, that would 
be a Means to the Cardinal to give Aid ; we did 
the more credit him in regard of the former Trea- 
ty between the faid Cardinal and the Earl of Tyrone* 
as formerly is faid. ' For my own Part, I did and 
do believe, that the Colonel doth depend on France 
for Aid, more than on any other Place, as well for 
thofe Reafons, as alfo that Ever MacMabony for- 
merly 



merly mentioned, told me, That pfefently after the 
Ifle of Rees Enterprise, he being then in the Low- 
countries, djd hear for cwtatn,' that the Earl of 
Tyrone together with the Colonel did fend into 
France, to the Marfhal of France, that was General of 
the French Forces at the Ifle of Ree, to deal with him 
for procuring of Aid to come then for Ireland^ and 
that he received an Anfwerfrom the laid MarChall, 
that we Was moft willing and ready to contribute his 
Endeavours for his Furtherance therein, but that 
he could not for the Prefent anfwer my Lord's Ex- 
pectations, by Reafon that the King had Wars in 
Italy, which he thought would be afan End within 
half a Year, or little more, and then my Lord fhould 
not doubt of any Thing, that he could do for his 
Affiftance; but thefe continued a great deal longer, 
fo for that Time that En terprife failed. So after the 
Burial was done, I gave thofe Gentlemen Knowledge 
of what I had done at Dublin, and how I was to ' 
retire thither : and then they began to think how they 
fliould' furprife Londonderry, they being near it, but 
could not then agree in the Manner 5 and fo Sir Phe- 
Urn defired me to take his Houfe in my Way going 
to Dublin? and that I ' fhould have a Kefolurion to 
carry with me touching Londonderry, and thereon I 
parted home, but foon after came to Dublin to the 
fore appointed Meeting with thofe Colonels.^ But 
firft I took in my Way Sir Phelim O AW's Houfe, 
to be* certain what he had done ; And his Anfwer 
was, That he knew that Matter could not be put - 
in Execution by die fifth of Otfober, as .was appoin- 
ted, and that tney would make another longer Day 
for it, and that he would provide for the taking of 
Londonderry by that Day, and fo came to Dublin to 
give an Account of what was done, and alfo know 
what further fliould be done. I was not two Hours 
in ray Lodging when Mr. Mm* came tome, who 
R knew 
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knew what was done by thofc Colonels formerly 
from Colonel Bourne , and told me that the Meflenger 
fent to Colonel O AW, was come with an Anfwer, 
deftring us not to delay any Time in rifing out, and 
to let him know of that Day before-hand, and that 
he would not fail to be with us within/fourteen Days 
of that Day with good Aid; alfo defiring us by any 
Means to feizc the Cattle of Dublin^ if we could ; for 
he heard that there was great Provifion in it for War : 
And Mr. Moore moreover faid, that Time. was not 
to be over-flipped, and defired me to be very preffing 
with the Colonels to go on in their Refolutiop ; But 
on meeting the Colonels with them, they were fallen 
from their Refolution, becaufe thofe of the Pale would 
do nothing therein firft; but when it was done, they 
would not fail to aflift us. Colonel Kunket did af- 
firm, and fo by feveral Meetings it was refolved on 
by them to deiift from that Enterprife for that Time, 
and to expect a more convenient Time : But be- 
fore that their Refolution, Sir Phelim O Neal y and 
the aforefaid Captain Bryan Neal followed me to 
Dublin y as they faid, to affift, and adviie me how to 
proceed with that Colonel, but neither they nor Mr. 
Moor would be.feen therein themfelves to thofe Gen- 
tlemen, but would meet me privately and know what 
was done at every Meeting ; alledging for Excufe, 
That I bein| firft employed in that Matter, it would 
not.be expedient that they fhould be feen in it. And 
moreover, they would not be known to be in the Town 
but by a few of their Friends, until they were in a 
Manner ready to depart the Town, at leaft as long 
as I was in Town, for I left*them there ; but when I 
made them acquainted with their Determination of 
defiftingfrom that Enterprife, they thought it conve- 
nient, that we fhould meet with Mr. Moore and Co- 
lonel Bourn j to fee what was further to be done, con- 
cerning the further Intention of their own, and ac- 
cordingly 
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cordihgly we did fend to them that they fliowH 
meet us ; arjd on that Meeting, it was, where was 
only Sir Plelim y Mr. Moor, Lolonel Bourne, Cap- 
tain Neal, and my felf. After long Debate, it was 
refolved, That we with all thofe that were of our 
Fa£tfonfhoura goon with that Determination, that 
was formerly made, concluded to rife out. More- 
over, to feize ontheCaftle, as the Colonels were 
purpofed, for if it were not for- their Projeft, and 
the Advice fent by Colonel Neal, we would never 
venture to furprife it, neither was it ever thought on 
in all the Meetings and Refolutions between us, 
before thefe Colonels did refolve on it, but by Rea- 
fon, that the other Gentlemen that are privy to 
thefe Proceedings were not prefent, the Certainty of 
the Time and the Manner how to execute it was put 
off to a further Meeting in the Country, and this 
was refolv'd in Dublin on the Sunday at Night, being 
the 26th or 27th of September, and the Meeting was 
appointed on the Saturday following at Mac-Colke 
Macmahori* Houfe in Farney in the County of Mo- 
naghan. And thereupon we all left the Town, only 
Sir Phelim flayed about fome other his private Occar- 
fions^but did allure his being tjiere at that Day ; and 
by ReaTon,_that at that Meeting the Gentry of Leitt- 
fier could not^-conlidering the Remotenefs of the 
Place from them ; it was thought fit that Mr. Moor 
fhould there meet to receive the final Refblution, 
and (hould acquaint them therewith: And in the 
mean Time Colonel Bourne, who had undertaken 
for Colonel Plunket, fhould inform them of all the 
Intention conceived, and difpofe them in Readinefs 
ag3inft that Day that fhould be appointed. On Sa - 
turday I came to Mr. Macmabon's Houfe s ; there met 
only Mr. Macmahon himfelf, Captain Neal, Ever 
Maetnahon, and myfelf, and thither that fame Dajr 
came the Meflcnger that was fent to Colonel Nee 
..i.w R 2 ? 
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and "did report the ColonelYAnfwer and Advice 
verbatim, as I have formerly repeated from Mr. Moor \ 
and by Reafqn that Sir Pkelim, his Brother, or Mr. 
Philip Reyly, that were defired to meet, did not meet ; 
we ftayed that tfight to expe<& them, and that Night 
I received a Letter from Sir Phelim, intreiating us by 
any Means, not to expect him until the Monday fol- 
lowing ; for he had, nor could difpatch fome Occar 
fions merely concerning him, but whatever became 
of them, he would not fail of the Monday. And the 
next Day after Receipt of the Letter, being Sunday •, 
by Mr. Moor's Advice, we departed from Colonel 
Macmahori's Roufe to prevent, as he faid, the Sufpi- 
cion of the Englifo the^e, many living near to Logh- 
rofs in the County of Ardma*k to Mr. Torilagi 
NeaCs Houfe not Sir Phelinh Brother, but Son tx> 
Mr. Henry O >Neal of the Fewes> Son-in-htw to 
Mr. Moor, and left Word, that if Sii Pbtlim ? or 
any of thpfe Gentlemen did come in the mean Time, 
they fliould follow us thither, whither only went 
Mr. Moor, Captain Neale and myfelf, and there 
we expected until the Tuefday fuWequent before any 
of thofe did come. On the Tuefday came Sir Pheiim, 
and Ever Macmahon, all the reft failing to come, 
Mr. Macmahon's V^lfe was dead the Night before, 
which was the Caufe that he was not there, but I 
gave his Aflent to what fliould be concluded to there-* 
in, and execute what ihould be appointed him ; and 
then we five viz* Sir Phelim, Mr. Moor, Captain O 
Neale* Ever Macmahon, and mvfelf, alluring ourfelves, 
that thofe Gentlemen abfent fliould both allow, and 
join to what we fliould determine, did grow into a 
final Refolufion, grounding all or moft Part of our 
Hope and Confidence on the Succours from Colonel 
O Neale, to feize on- the Caftle, and rife but all in 
one Day, and the Day Was appointed on the 23d of 
that Month, tlus.b$ing the 5th Day of Q3oher ^ha- 
ying 
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ving regard therein to the Day. of the Week, where* 
oa that Day did fall, which was the Saturday, being 
the Market- Day, on which Day there would be lefs 
Notice taken of People up and down the Streets ; 
then began a Queftion who fhould be deputed for the 
furprifal of the Caftle, and then Mr. Moor faid he 
would be one of them himfelf, and that Colonel 
Bourne fhould be another, acid what other Gentlemen 
of Letyfler they could procure to join with them, and 
feeing the Caftle had two Gates,, the one the great, 
the other the little Gate, going down to my Lord 
Lieutenant's Stables, hard by which Stables without 
the Cajtle, was the £tore-houfe for Arms, they of 
Ltmfter would undertake one Gate, and. that fliould 
he the little Gate, and: the great Gate fhould be un~ 
deitafpen.by ttiofe of l/^ftrr; and, faid he, of Neceffity 
one of: you both, meaning Sir Phelim and hie, muft be 
there, for the mere Countenance of the Matter, it be- 
ing the Glory of all our Proceedings, and all that 
his Speech was well liked of all ptefent: But Sir 
Pbelim would be exempted from that Employment, 
and, fo would I ; but then all of them fet on me, de- 
fifing ipc} to be one, alledging for Reafon that their 
Proceedipgs and Resolutions were very honourable 
and glorious,. It being for Religion, and for to pro- 
cure ipore Liberty for their Country, as did, fay they, 
of late Scotland, and that in taking the Caftle confin- 
ed all the Glory and Honour of the fasd A& ; all 
.which fhould be attributed to them which fhould be 
employed therein, and fa by Confcquence all, or.moft 
part to be there, being, as they faid, the chief iii 
that Enterprife: and more, Sir Pbelim feid, that he 
would endeavour to take or procure others to take 
Londonderry the hmt Day, and if hefhoitld be away, 
that Place would not be taken , with thefe and ma- 
ny other Perfuafions they obtained my Confent, and 
then the . Captain offered himftlf : they began far 
. . thin' 
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Jtfcink what Number fhould be employed in that Aft $ 
and they concluded on two hundred Men, one hun* 
dred from each Province, (for thofe States which 
they feize on,) of which Number Sir Phetim O Neal 
fliould fend forty with an able fufficient Gentleman 
to conduct them : And likewife Captain Neal twenty, 
Mr. Macmtihone, Mr. Reyly ten more, and I fliould 
1>ring twenty two ; then began a Doubt how they 
fhould: raife thofe Men, and convey them to Dublin 
without Sufpkionv and it was anfwered* that uaiter 
Pretence of carrying them to thofe Coloneb that 
were conveying Soldiers into the Kingdom, it might 
fafely be done ; and to that Purpofe SWPbeSm O 
Neaie* Mr. Moor and the Captain bad feveral blank 
Patents' with Deputations to make Captains to thofe 

- Colonels,: which they'fent to thofe that fhould fend 
Men to Dublin: For the more Colour* they bethought 
of what was to be done in the Country' that Dajr, 
and it was refoly'd, that every one privy tc^that Mat- 
ter in every Part of the Kingdom fliould rife up 
that Day, and - feize. on alii the- Forts and Arms in 
the feveral Counties, foinakeall the GfttKryfrifo- 
ners, the more to aflure tberofelves agaiftft any ad*- 
verfc Fortune, and nop to •• kill any \ but rthers of ne>- 
cejfity they mujl be forced thereunto by Oppofitioit, and 
that thofe that were appointed for taking of the 
Caftle fliould obferve, andin particular the Gentry*: 
All their Army in Vlfler to take that Day Londonder- 
ry^ which Sir 'P/;//imdidatndef«lke, and Knotkfergus, 
which they thought Sir Henry Mac O Nehk would 
do ;. and to tfcfat end Sir Phdim's Sroffcer fTorilagbQ 
Neale fhould be fent to them 5 « smtf the Nenvry which 
fliould be undertaken i>y Sir Cottne Afogemtis, and 
his Brothers 5 for whom Sir Phtlim ? in regard they 
were his Brothers-in-law, his deceafed Lady being 
their Sifter, did undertake. 'Moreover, it was agreed, 
that. §i* PbiHm y '.>Ux.

Jler Gentlemen to fend like Supply of Men ; then 
there was Fear of Scots conceived, that they fhould

. complaynts unto your Royall view ; but we are frus- 
trated of our Hopes therein by the power and vigi- 
lance of our adverfaryes, (the now Lords Juftices and 
other Minifters of State, in this Kingdome) who 
ty t^e ajfiftflnce of the malignant partie in England now 
in armes againft your Royall Perfon, with lefs diffi- 
cultie to attain the bad ends they propofed to them- 
felyes, of extirpateing our Religion and Nation, have 
hitherto debarred us of any accefs to your Majeftie's 
juftice, which occafioned the effufion of much in- 
nocent blood, and other naifchiefes in this your King- 
dome, that otherwife might well bee prevented. And 
whereasof late notice was fent unto us of a Commrf- 
fion granted by your Majeflie to the right honourable 
the Lord Marques of Ormond, and others, authori- 
zing them to heare what we {hall fay or propound, 
-and the fame to tranfmitt. to your Majeftie in 
writeing, which your Majeftie's gracious and 

• : v ' ' Princely 
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Princely favour, wee findc to be accompanied 
with thefe words, "triz* (albeit wee doe extreamly de- 
teft the odious Rebellion which the Recufants of Ireland 
h*ve without ground or co'our ray fed againji us, our 
Crowne, and Dignitie) 'which words wee doe in all 
hurailitie conceive to have proceeded from the mif- 
reprefentations of our asherfaries ; and therefore doe 
proteft, we have been therein malicioufly traduced 
to jour Majeftie, haveing never entertayned any re- 
bellious thought again/} your Majeflie, your Crowne, or 
Dignitie ; kit all ways have beene, and ever will 
continue your Majeftie^s moft faithfull and loyall 
fubjefts. And doe moft humbly befeech your Ma- 
jeftie foe to owne- and avowe lis ; and as fuch we 
prefcnt unto your Majeftie thefe enfueing grievances 
and caufes of the prcfent diftempers. 

Imprimis, The Catholiques of this Kingdome, 
whomc no reward could invite, no perfecution in- 
force to forfake that Religion profefled by them 
and their anceftors for thirteen hundred years, or 
thereabouts, arc fince the fecond yeare of the reigne 
of Queene Elizabeth, made incapable of places of 
honour or truft, in Church or Commonwealth, 
their Nobles become contemptible, their Gentry 
debarred from learning iri Univerfities, or public 
fchools within this Kingdom j their younger bro- 
thers put by all manner of employment in their 
native Country, and neceffitated either. to live in 
, ignorance and contempt at home, or (to their great 
dtfeomfort, and impoverifhment of the landj to 
feeke education afjd fortune abroad ; misfortunes 
made incident to the faid" Catholiques of Ireland 
only, (their numbers, qualitie and loyalltie confi- 
dered) of all the Nations of Chriftendome. 

2. That by this incapacitie, which in refpe& of 
their religion was impofed upon the faid Catholiques ; 
men of meant condition and qualitie, for the moft 

part. 
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part, were in Ais Kmgiorae,>amploycd> in 'placed 
of greateft hio&our and truft, who being 49 tegin a 
fortune, &«>/ if *w ffe r«tfWx of the Catholiqui Natives* 
att all tymes lying open to be difcountenanced and 
wrought uppon, and who (becaufe they w^uld feeme 
to be carefull of the Government,) did from tyme 
to tyme fuggeft falfe and malitious matters againft 
them, to render them fufpecled a<nd odious in Eng- 
land \ from which ungrounded informations, and 
their many other ill offices, thefe mifchiefes have 
befallen the Catholiques of Ireland. Firft, the oppo- 
Jitions given to all the graces and favours' th^t your Ma- 

, jejlie or your late Royal! Father promifed ot-tntended to 
the Natives of this Kingdom* Secondly, the pro- 
curing of falfe inquifitions upon fatgned titles of their 
eftates, againft many hundred years poflefiion, and 
no travers or petition of right admitted thereunto, 
and jurors denying to find fuch Offices were cenfured even 
to publique infamie and ruine of their ejlates ; the finde- 
ing thereof being againft their confidences and their 
evidences, and nothing muft ftapd againft fuch 
Offices taken of great and considerable parts of the 
Kingdome* but /Letters Patterns ,under ,the. Great 
Seale ; and if Letters Pattents were produced, (as 
in moft cafes they were) none oiuft be allowed valid, 
nor yet fought to be legally avoyded : foe that of 

• late tymes, by the underhand workeing of Sir 
William Parfons Knight, now one of the Lords 
Juftices heere, and the arbitrary illegal power of 
the two impeached Judges in Parliament, «j*d pthers 
draweniw their advife .and counfeil, one hundred 
and fifty Letters Patents -were avoydqdin one rmrneing \ 
whicn cQurfe continued untill all the Patents of the 
Kingdom to a few were by them and their affociates 
declared void ; fuch was the ,care thofe Minifters 
had of your Majeftie's Greate Seale, being the pub- 
lique faith of the Kingdom ; this way <*f fervice, i» 
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fcew only pretended for your Majcftie, proved to 
your diflervic^, and the immoderate and too timely 
advancement of the faid Minifters of State, and 
their adherents, and too neere the utter ruine of the 
faid Catholiques. 

3. That, whereas your Majeftie's late RoyalL 
Father, King James 9 having a Princely and Father- 
ly care of this Kingdom, was gratioufly pleafed, 
to graunt feverall large and beneficial! Commiflions, 
under the Great Seale of England, and feverall in* 
ftrudions and letters under his Privie Signett, for 
the paffing and fecuring of the eftates of his fub- 
jeihhere by letters pattents under the GreateSeale, 
and letters pattents accordingly were thereof patted, 
fynes payed, old rents increafed, and new rents re- 
ferve<Ttothe Crowne. And the faid late King was 
further gracioufly pleafed, att feverall tymes to fiyid 
divers honorable perfons ofintegritie, knowledge and 
experience, to examine the grievances of this King- 
dome, and to fettle and eftablifli a courfe for redrtfs 
thereof. And whereas your Majeftie was gratioufly 
pleafed, in the fourth yeare of your .raigne; to 
vouchfafe a favourable heard ng to the grivances 
prefented unto you, by agents from this kingdpme ; 
and thereupon did graunt many graces and favours 
to your fubje&s thereof, 1 for fecuritie of their eftates, 
and redreis for remove of thofe heavie preflures, 
under which they have long groaned -> which acts of 
juftice and grace extended to this people by your 
Majeftie, and your faid ft oy all father, did afford 
them great Content, yeti fuch was, dnd is yeft> the im- 
mortal! haired of fome[ of the faid mirtiflers of State , 
and efaidalh of the faid Sir William Parforis, the 
faid impeached Judges and their adherents, f to any 
welfare and happuiefs of this Nation, and their am- 
bition to make themfelyes ftifl greater and richer, by 
the totail ruine and extirpation of this people > that 
S under 
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under pretence of your Majeftie's fervice, the pub-* 
fique faith involved in thoje grants was violated, ana 
the grace and goodnefs intended, by two glorious 
Kings fucceffively, to a faithful people, made unpro* 
fitabie. 

4. The illegally arbitary, and unlawfull pro- 
ceedings of the faid Sir William Parfors, and one of 
the faid impeached Judges, and their adhererfts and 
inftruments, in the Court of Wards, and the many 
wilfully, erroneous decrees arid Judgments of that 
Court, by which the brrrs of Catholique Noblemen and 
other'Catholiques were moft cruelly and tyrannical y dealt 
ivithaH, deftroyed in their eftates, and bred in diflb- 
lution and ignorance, tneir parents debts uhfatisfied, 
dicjr Sifters and. younger Brothers left' wholly un- 
provided for, the auncient and a'ppeajeing tenures 
cif mcfne * Lords ' unregarded, eftates * valicf in law, 
and made for valuable con fide ration avoyded againft 
law, and the whoje land filled uppwith the frequent 
(warms of Efcheators,- Feodaryes, Purfuivants, and 
pthcrs "by authoritie of that Cow t. 

5. X«£ feid r CatnoHque*s ? ' notwlthftanding the 
heavy preffures, be fofemehtipned,' and other grie- j 
vanceiL in part feprefented. .to, your Majeftie by the 
Iat9 Committees cif* J>oth:;Hbufbs of 'Parliament of 
thii Kingdom, (wh^feHhtb.tbey humbly defire that 
relation De had', ajifi re^reis ^obtained therein,) did j 
readyly ai>d without reluc^a l tibri,'or repineing, con- 
tribute to all the (jjbjldies, v .loanes and dffter extra- 
ordinary graunts made td your Majeftie in 'this King- ' 
dome, fxnee the^beginnipg qf ' your raigne/ amount- 
ing unto well' keere one mil/ion- of poundes 9 over and a~ 
boz^c your Ttiajeftie's revenue, both certaine and caTuall: 
^rid although the fai4 Catholiques tyejfe jn 'Parlia- 
ment/ ayd ,oth'?rwife,J the moft forward in grauniing 
the faid Sumes,' and did \bear nyne parts of ten in tfo 
Paymintf thereof yet£ fuch m% $5. ^QW.^r pfjj»f ' ir 
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adverfaryes, and the advantage they gained by the 
opportunitie of their continuall addrefe to your M^- 
jeftiei to increafe their Reputation in getting in of 
thofe moneys, and their Authoritie in the diftribu- 
tion thereof to your Majeftie's greate diflervice ; that 
they affumed to themfelves to be the procurers there- 
of, "and reprefented the faid Catholiques as obilinate and 
refra&ory, 

6. The Army rayfed for your Majefty's fervice 
here at the great charge of the Kingdom was dii- 
banded by the preffing importuniue of the malignant 
partie in England? not giving Way that your Ma- 
jeftie (hould take advice therein with the Pailiament 
here; ^Hedging the faid Army was Popifli, and 
therefore not to be trufted 5 and although the World 
could wittnefe the unwarrantable and unexampled 
invafion made by the malignant partie of the Par- 
liament in England? uppon your Majeftie's Honour^ 
Rights, Prerogatives, and principall Flowers of your 
Crowne ; and that the faid Sir William Par/am, Sir 
Adam Loftus Knight, your Majeftfc^ Vice-Treafu- 
rer of this Kingdome, and others their Adherents, 
did declare that an Army of ten thou/and Scott s was to 
arrive in this Kingdome? to force the faid Catholiques to 
change their Religion? and that Ireland could nfacr doe 
well without a Rebellion? to the end the remaine of tlye 
natives thereof might he extirpated ; and wagers were 
laid at generall affizes and publique meetings, by 
fome of them then, and now imployed in places of 
greate profitt and truft in this Kingdome, that 
within one yeare no Catholique fjould be left in Ireland? 
and that they faw the ancient and unqueftionable 
* privileges of the Parliament of Ireland unjuftly and 
againft law enchroached uppon, by the orders, a&s, 
and proceedings of both houfes of Parliament in 
England^ in fending for . and jqueftionin^ to,, and 
" in that Parliament, the members of the Parliament 
S % f' 
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of this Kingdome, fitting the Parliament here ; and 
that by fpeeches and orders printed by Authoritie of 
both howfes in* England, it was declared that Ireland 
was bound by the Statutes made in England, if na- 
med, which is contrary to k no wen truth and the 
laws here fettled for fowre hundred Yeares, and up- 
wards ; and that the fai 'd Catholiques were thoroughly 
enformei of the Proteftation made by both howfes of 
Parliament of England again ft Catholiques, and of 
their intentions to introiuce Lawesfor the extirpation of 
Catholique Re'igion in the three Kingdomes, and that 
they had certain notice of the bloody Execution of 
Priefts there, only for being Priefts, and that your 
Majefties Mercy and Power could not prevaile with 
them to fave thelyfe of one condemned rrieft. And 
that the Catholiques of England being of their owne 
FJefh and Blood, muft fuffer or depart the Land, 
and confequently others not of fo neere a relation 
to them, if hound by their Statutes, and within their 
power. Thefe motives, although very ftrong and 
powerfull to produce apprehenfions and feafes in the 
laid Cathofiques, did not prevail with them. to taU 
defenjhe Armes, much lefs offensive, they dill ex- 
pecting that your Majeftie in your high wifdome 
might be. able in a fhort tyme, to apply feafonable 
cures and apt remedies unto thofe evills and inno- 
vations. 

7. That the Committees of the Lords and Com- 
mons of this Kingdome, having attended your Ma- 
jeftie for the fpace of nyne Months, your Majefty 
' was gracioufly pleafed, notwithftanding your then 
weightie and urgent affayrs in England ana Scotland, 
to receive, and very often with great patience to 
hear their grievances, and many debates thereof at 
large, dufing which debates, the faid Lords Juftices, 
and fome of your privy Councill of this Kingdome, 
Mid their adherents, by their malitious and untrue in- 
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formations conveyed to fome Minifters of State in 
England, (who fince are declared of the malignant 
partie,) and by the coritinuall folicitation of others 
of thefaid Privy* Council L gone to England of pur- 
pofe to crofs and give impediment unto the juftice 
arid grate your . Majeftie was inclined -to afford to 
your fubjefts of this Realme, did, as much as in 
them ' lay, hinder the obtayning of any redrefs for 
the faid- grievances, and not prevailing therein with 
your Majeftie as they expefted, havety their letters, 
and inftruments, laboured with many leading Mem- 
bers of the Parliament there to give ftopp and-in- 
terruption thereunto, and likewife v transmitted unto 
your Majeftie ' and fome of the State of 1 Evghnd 9 
liindery . mi fconftr unions and mifreprefentations of 
the pFoceedfags 'and actions of your Parliament' pf 
; this Kingdom, and thereby* endeavoured to-poflefs 
^►your Majefty 6( ah evill opinion thereof; and that 
the faid Parliament' had fio power of Judicature in 
capitall caufes, (which is an eflentiaH part of Par- 
liament) thereby aymeing at the imrjunitie of fome 
of them, 1 iand^ others' who were then impeached. of 
high treated, J and' at the d'eftru£tion of this. Parlia- 
ment j but the laid Lords ^uftices and prfvIe.Courr- 
cill, observing that' rio art or pra&ice of theirs could 
be powerful to withdraw your.lvlajeffie's grace and 
[ good intentions from this people, aricl, that the re- 
s' drefs graunted of fome particular grievances was to 
J be paned as Afls in Parliament ; the faid jLorcjs Juf- 
. tices and their adherents with the height of jnalice, 
/ envieihg the goo4 uiuon long before fettled, .and 
. continued between the Members of the Howfe of 
Commons, and their good correfpondence with the 
lords,, left nothing ' unattempted, whicr> might 
rayfe difcord and difunion in the faid- Hovife, and 
by fome of tjiemfelves and fome ioftrume«ts oftheijs 
in the faicF Com , dibris < ftbufe, 'private 4 Wet'eings off 
S3 great 
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.great numbers of the faid Houfe were appointed, 

of purpofe . to rayfe diftin&ion of Nation and Re- 
ligion, by meanes whereof a faction was made there, 
which tended much to the difquiet of the Houfe, 
and difturbance of your Majeftic's and the publique 
fervice; and after certain knowledge that the faid 
Committees were by the water Side in England with 

fuifdry important and beneficial bills , and other graces 
to be paffed* as Ails in that Parliament* of purpofe to 

prevent the fame* the faid faBton* by the prafiife of 
the faid Lords Jujlices* and fome of the faid Privy 
Councitt and their Adherents* in a tumultuous and dif 
orderly manner on the feventh day of Augufi 1641* 
and on f overall days before* cryedforan adjournment 
of the houfe* and being overvoted by the voices of 

.the more moderate partie, the faid Lords Juftices- 
and their Adherents told feverall honourable Peers* 
that if they did not adjourne the Lords Houfe orrt 
that day, being Saturday, that they would themA 
felves prorogue or adjourne the Parliament on the| 
next Munday following, by meahes whereof, and] 

. of great number$ of' proxies of l^objemen, not ef- 
tated, nor at any typie refiderit in this Kingdom?, 

iwhidh is deftru&ive to the liberty* 4nd freedom of 
Parliaments here,) the Lords Houie was on the did' 
feventh day of Augufi adjourned, and the Houfe of 
Commons by occafion thereof, and of the fadioh^ 
aforefaid, adjourned foone after, by which meanes* 
thofe bills and graces* according to your Majefiie's wi- 
tention* and the great expectation and longing defvres of 
*youf people could not ihenfafs as Ads of Parliament. \ 
WtthJn few dayes aper this fatal and enforced aJ-j 
joumment* the faid Committees arrived at Dublin^ 
with their difpatch from your Majeftie, and prefen^ 
ted the fame to the faid Lords Juftices and Coun-' 
;ci)l, expreffinga right fenieof the faid adjournment* 
and beiought their Loidlhipi, for. the fatisfa&ion of 
' ' '- * - -'• - •"' fife 
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the people* to require (hort heads of that part of 
the difpatch wherein your Maje/iie did appear* in the 
beji manner unto your people, might be fuddatnely con- 
veyed upto all the parties of the Kingdoms, attes- 
ted by the faid Lords Juftices, to prevent defpaire, 
or mifunderftanduig. This was promijed to be done y 
and an injirument drawen 9 and prefented unto them for 
thispurpofoy and yett, (as it feemes defireing rather 
to add fuell to the fire of the fubjefts difcontents than 
quench the fame,) they did forbear e to give any notice 
'thereof to tbe people. 

8. After this, certaine dangerous and pernhious pe~ 
tipm 9 contrived by the adviie and councell of tbe 
faid Sir fPil iam Par/ans, Sir J Jam Loftus, Sir Johft 
Clotwortby* Knights, Jrthure Hill Efqj and fundry 
others of the malignant partie, *nd jSgned by many 
thoufands of the malignant partie in the Ckty of JDubr 
//**, in the province of Vl/ler, and in fundry other 
partes in this Kingdome, directed to the Commons- 
Houfe in England, wereatt publique affizes and other 
jmbltque places made known and read, tozpany per* 
fpnsof QuaUitie in this Kingdom^ which petition* 
contained matters deflru&ive to tbe faid CathoUqut^, 
their Keiigion, lives, and efiatesy and were the mor* 
to he feared by reafon of the active power of th* 
faid Sir John Clotworthy in the Commons Howfe i» 
England in oppofttkm to your Majeftie, and his 
barbarous and inhumane exprejpons in that ftowfe at 
gainft Catholic Religion and the profeffirs thereof} 
foone after an order cdnceaved in tj*e Common* 
Houfe of ^England, that no Man (hould bowe unt$ 
the aame of J//*f r (att the facred found whereof 
all Knees fhwld bend) came to the knowledge 
of tbe faid Catholtques, and that tbe laid malignant 
partie did contrive and plojt to e*tingudh their Re-r 
Jigion and Nation. Hence if did aofe that £>ro* of 
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able and defpefate condition they were in by a Sid~ 
iute "Law here found among the Records of this King- 
dome of the fecond year e of the raigne of the late £hteen 
Elizabeth ; but never executed in her tyme, nor dip- 
covered till moji of the Members of that Parliament 
were dead, no Catholique of this Kingdome could 
enjoy his life, eftate, or lyberty if the faid Statute 
were executed ; whereunto no impediment remayned 
but your Majeftie's Prerogative and Power, which 
were endeavoured to be clipped or taken away, as 
is before rehearfed ; then the plott of deftru&ion by an 
army out of Scotland, and another of the malignant far- 
tie in England, mull be executed \ the fearesof thofe 
twofold deftru&ions and their ardent defire tomain- 
taine that juft Pierogative, which might encounter 
'and re-rrtove it, did neceffitate fome Catholiques in 
the North, about the 22>d of October '1641 to take 
Arrhes in maintenance of their Religion, ybur*Mg- 
jeftie's Rights, and the prefervation of life, eftate, 
and liber tie, and immediately thereuppon tooke a 
iblemn oath, and fent feverall declarations to the 
lords Juftibes'and Coiincill to that eftefl:;- and hum- 
bly defired they might be beared ih Parliament^ iint6 
the determination whereof, they wdrejeady to Tub- 
mitt themfclves, and their demands: which decla- 
rations being received, were flighted by the .faid Lords 
Juftices, who by the fwayrngpart of the feid Coun- 
cil!, and by the advice of the faid two, impeached 
Judges, glad of apy-occafioh tp put off ther Parlia- 
ment, which by the firmer adjburrj merit was to meet 
febne after*, caufed a Proclamation to be published 
onthei^dbf theTaid month' of- Q&oheit 641, there- 
in atcufeing all the Gatholiquesr of Ireland of diflby- 
fcltie, and thereby declarerngthat'the Parliament was 
prorogued untill the 2<$th ci^'FetrUar^ follow! ng. 
■ 9: Within few daiesr^ffer ttiiy^id^i 3ay of 
P^^i^i^tta»yqL*aii aftd'*fthfe*perfons' of 
"- , 'I* rankc 
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fanke and qualitie made their humble addrefc to*the 
faid Lords Juftices and Councill, and made it evi- 
dently appeare unto them, that the faid prorogation 
was againft law, and humbly befought the Parlia- 
ment might fit according to the former adjournement, 
which was then the only expedient, to compofe or 
remove the then growing difcontents and troubles 
of the land ; and the faid Lords Juftices and their 

tartie of the Councill then well knowing that the 
Members of both Houfes throughout the Kingdome, 
(a few in and about Dublin only-exccpted,^ would 
ftay from the meeteing of both Houfes by reafon of 
the faid prorogation, by Proclamation two dayes 
before - the tyme, gave-way the Parliament might ntt, 
but (o limitted, that no A& of Grace, or anything 
elfe for the people's quiet or fotisiuftion, might be 

Eropounded or paiFed. And thereuppon a few of tlie 
<ords and Cotamons appeared in the Parliament 
Houfe, who in their enterance at the Caftle-bridge 
and gate, and within the yard to the Parliament 
Houfe doore, and recefs from thence, werfe invironfd 
With a great number of armed men with their match 
lighted, and mufkets prefented even to the breafts 
of the Members of both Houfes, none being ad- 
mitted to bring one fervant to attend him, or any 
weapon about him within the Caftle-bridge ; yet how 
thin foever the Howfes were or how much overawed, 
they both did fupplicate the. Lords Juftices a*4 
Councill, that they might continue for a tyme to^ 

Either, and expect the coming of the reft of both 
oufes, to the end they might quiet the troubles in 
full Parliament, and that fame Ads of fecuritie graun- 
ted by yqur Majeftie, and transmitted under the 
Greate Seale of England, might pafs to fettle the 
minds of your Majefties fubje£ts. To thefe requefts, 
foe much conduceing to your Majeftie's ferviceand 
^ttle,ment of jour peopl^ a flatt denyall was given* 

and 



Km! 'tKe faid Lords Juftlces and their partie of', tn£ 
Councill, by their workeing with their partie in both 
Howfes of Parliament, being then very thyn as 
sfforefaid, propounded an order flrould be conceaved 
in Parliament, that the faid difcontented Gentlemen 
tooke arrrtes in rebellious mariner, which was referi-* 
ted much 'by the beft affected of both Howfes ; but 
being awed as afofefaid, t and crddiblie informed if 
; forrie part?culaf perfons amongft them tf 6<5d in bppo- 
fition thereunto, that the faid MufketeereS were di- 
rected to fhoote them att their goeing out of the 
Parliament Houfe, thorough which terror, way was 
given to that order. 

10. Notwitbftanding all the beforementioned 
provocations* preflures and indignities, the farr 

f;reater* and more confideraMe parte of the'Catho- 
iquesj and all ftie cytties and corporations of Ire- 
'■ land) add whole Provinces, ftcod quiet in their 

* howfes ; whereuppon the Lords Juftices and their 
adherents, well knowing that manv powerfull Mem- 

• bers of the Parliament of England foood in oppofition 

• to yoiir Majeftie, made their application, and ad- 
: dreffed their difpatches full fraught with calumnies 

and falfe fuggeftions againft the Catholiques of this 
Kingdome, and propounded unto them, to fend fe- 

" verall great forces to conquer this Kingdome ; thofe 
of the mailgnant partie here were by them armed j 
the Catholiques were not only deny'ed armes ; but 
were difarmed, even in the citty or Dublin* which 

■ in all fucceffions of ages paft continued as loyall to 

* theCrowne of England as any citty or place what- 
•• foever : all other auncient and loyall cittyes and cor- 

poratt townes of the Kingdom, (by meanes where- 
of principally the Kingdome was preferred in former 
tymesj were denied armes for their money to defend 
themfelves, and exprefs order given by the faid 
Lords Juftices to dtfarme all Catholiques in fome 

of 
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qjF the laid, cittyes. and tow nes, c*her$*disfurnifiieit 
were inhibited to provide armes for their defence j 
and the (aid Lords Juftices and Council 1 having re-j 
ceived an order of both Houfes of Parliament in Eng- 
land to publifli a Proclamation of pardon unto all 
thofe who were then in Rebellion (as they termed it) 
in this Kingdome, if they did fubmitt by a day to be 
limited, the faid Sir \}villiam Parjbns 9> contrary to 
this order, foe wrought with his partie of the Coun- 
cil, that a Proclamation was publifiied of pardon 
only in two Counties, and a very fliort xiay prefix- 
ed, and therein all Freeholders were excepted ; 
through which every man faw that the eftates of the 
Catholiques were firft .aymed att, and their lives 
jiex t. The faid Lords JuiticeS and their partie have-, 
ing advanced thejr defigne thus far, and npt finding 
the fuccefs anfwerabie to their defires,. commanded- 
Sir Charles Cootej £iiight and Baronet deceafed, to 
march, to the County of Wickloe y where he burnt, 
killed, and deftroyed all in his way in a mod cruell 
manner, man, woman, and cbilde, perform *that 
had not appeareing wjlls to, doe hurt, nor power to 
execute' it. -.Spoils after, ,fome foote compames, did, 
march' Jn tl\e nxght by dtre&ion of the fajfiXwd*; 
Juftices, arid; th(jir &$ fprtie to the t;owne o$Sawi*+ 
try iii Fmgalj 9 thfiee flailes off Dublin ;, a Country* 
that neither, !then* nor for! the (pace of fourorjfive . 
hundred yeares before, did feele, what troubles were,, 
or war meant ; b^ it was too fweet and tpo near, 
and therefore !^tt.t^ J: l^,fo«:e^ : to.arfiies ? I»otba^ 
to\*jne. iqrip^jt. Ja^ajodfiep,. fomt'rf thw ^ing 
pathqliques* ' an£ Jome ^jfpteflpnfts. taken for yart^ 
liques., were mvirdcfecj ' in^eirJuui, ftnd tteir.heads 
carried triumphant into JD^V»., Next mormng coin?

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4>hat was then aded, and what pafled in the faid laft 
tftiarch toward* the county of Wickhe^ and juftly fear- 
ing to be all murthered, forfooke their houfes, and 
were conftrayned to ftand together in their owne 
defence, though ill provided of armes or ammuni- 
tion. Heereupon a Proclamation was agreed upon 
at the Board on the 13th of December 1641, and 
Hot publifhed or printed till the 15 th of Decem- 
ber \ by which die faid Gentlemen, and George Kinge 
fey name, were required to come in by or upon the 
1 8th of the faid month, and a fafetie was therein 
promifed them. On the fame Day another Procla- 
mation was publiflied, fummoning the Lords dwel- 
ling in the Englijh pale neere Dublin to a grand Coun- 
cil! on the 17th of the faid month ; but the Lords 
Juftices and their partie of the Council!, to take a- 
iray all hope of accommodation, gave direction to 
the faid Sir Charles Coote, the fatd 15th day of the 
faid month of December, to march to Chntarffe, be- 
ing the houfe and towne of the faid George Kinge % 
and two miles from Dublin, topillage, burne, kill, 
and deftroy all that there was to be found; which 
dirc&ton was feadily and particularly obfefVed, (in.a 
manyfeft breach oT'ptrbKc faith )toy meaneS whereof 
th£irteetehig of the (aid Grand Council! w£s diver- 
ted : ; TheLords not dareirig to come within' the pow- 
er of fuch notorious faith^breakers : the confidera- 
fcioti whereof, and, of other the matters aforefaid, 
inade the Nobilitie.and Gentry of jthe Englijb pale,' 
andottter parts of thtf-PfoVinc^of £*n^r ? .fenfible 
of the frtfent dansriy 'ixUt £ttt c tH£ipfe!veS tti J the : beft 
ptffture they could: for th$ir na(uriiM defence, and 
itoptoyed Lieutenant €rfloHel^J?^7^to pre/ent their 
humble Remonflrance to your TacredMddlje, and 
to declare unto you the ftate of thdr afiayers, and 
humbly toheftcch relief and redrefs; tbeiaftfLieu- 
tenat ColloneH, though- yotrt Majeftie's fcivitit; 

and 
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and imployed in publique truft, (in which cafe the 
law of Nations affords fafety and prote&ion) was . 
without regard to either, not only ftopped from pro-* 
ceeding in his imployment, but alfo tortured on the 
rack at Dublin. 

11. The Lord Prefidentof Munjler, by direflion 
of the faid Lords Juftiees, (that Province being quiet) 
with his accomplices, burnt, preyed, and put to 
death men, women, and children, without making 
any difference of qualitie, condition, age, or fex in 
feveral parts of that Province, the Catholique No- 
bles and Gentlemen there miftrufted and threatened, 
and others of inferior quality trufted and furnifhed 
with armes and ammunition. The Province of Con- 
naugbt was ufed in the like meafure ; whereupon 
moft of the confiderable Catholiques in both the laid 
Provinces were inforced (without armes or ammuni- 
tion) to look after fafety, and to that end did ftand 
on their defence, ft ill expecting your Majeftie's 
pleafure, and allways ready to obey your Com- 
mands. Now the plott of the faid Minifters of State 
and their adherents being even ripe, applications 
were inceffantly by them made to the malignant par- 
tie in England^ to deprive this people of all hopes of 
your Majeftie's juftice or mercie, and to. plant aperpc- 
tual enmity between the Englijh and Scotijh Nations,, 
and your fubje&s of this Kingdome. 

12. That whereas this your Majeftie's Kingdome 
of Ireland m all fucceffions of ages fince the raigne 
of King Henry the fecond, fometimes King of Eng~ 
landznA Lord of Ireland, had Parliaments of their 
ownc, compofed of Lords and Commons in the 
fame manner and forme qualified with equall liber- 
ties, powers, priviledges and, immunities with the 
Parliament of England, and onely depend of the 

* King and Crowne of Engfanddnd Ireland: And for 

all that * tyme no prevalent record or authentique 

T pre- 
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prefident can be found, that sny ftatute made m 
England could or did bind this Kingdome before the 
fame were hereeftablifhed by Parliament; yet upon 
untrue fuggeftions and informations given of your 
fubje£h of Ireland and AS of Parliament, entituled f 
An AH. for the fpeedie and ejfefiuall re ducting the Re* 
helt in his Majefiie's Kingdome of Ireland to their due 
obedience to his Majefty and the Crowne of England % 
and another A&, intituled, An Aft for adding unto 
and explayneing the faid former Atf 9 was procured to 
be enacted in the faid Parliament of England in the 
eighteenth yeareof your Majeftie's raigne, by which 
A&s and other Proclamations your Majeftie's fub- 
jefls unfummoned, unheard, were declared Re bells, 
and two millions and a halfe of acres arrable, meadow, 
and profitable pafture within this Kingdome fold to 
undertakers for certain fummes of monk; and the 
edifices, logos* woodes, and bogges, waftes and o- 
ther their appurtenances, were thereby mentioned 
to be granted and paft gratis* Which A&s the faid 
Catholiques doe conceave to haye been forced uppon 
your Majeftie ; and all though void and unjuft in 
themfelves to all purpofes, yett containe matters of 
cvill confequence, and extiearoe prejudice to youj: 
i Majeftie,. and totally deftru£tiye to this Nation, 
The fcope feemeing to aime att Rebells only and at 
the difpofition of a certaine quiuuitis of land ; but 
in effect and fubftance all the landes in the King- 
dome, by the words of the faid Acls, may diftribu- 
ted, in whofe poflefnon foever they were, without 
refpeft to age, condition, or qualitie ; and all your 
Majeftie's tenures, and the greateft part of your 
Majeftie's Branding Revenue in this Kingdom taken 
away ? and by the faid A6b, if they were of force, 
all power of pardoning and of granting thofe lands 
is taken from your Majeftie ; a prefident that no age 
can Inftance the like, Againft this Act the faid Ca- 
tholiques 
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tboltques do protcft, as an Act againft the fiinda- 
mcntall Lawes of this Kingdome, and as an A& 
deftru&ive to your Majeftie's Rights and Preroga- 
tives, by collpur whereof, inoft of the forces fent 
hither to infeft this Kingdome by fea and land, difa- 
vowed any authoritie from your Majeftie, but doe de- - 
pend upon the Parliament of England. 

13. All ftrangers and fuch as were not inhabitants 
of the citty of Dublin^ being commanded by the 
faid Lords Juftices, in and fince the faid month of 
November 1 641, to depart the faid citty, Were no 
fooner departed, than they were by the directions of 
the faid Lords Juftices pillaged abroad^ and therr 
goods feized uppon and confifcated in Dublin -> and 
they defireing to returne under the protection and 
fafetie of the State, before their appearance in acti- 
on, were denied the fame ; and divers others perfons 
of Rank and Qualitie, by the faid Lords Juftices 
imployed in puMique fervice, and others keeping 
clofe within their doores, without annoying any 
man, or fiding then with any of the laid Catholi- 
cities in armes, and others in feverall parts of the 
kingdom iiveing under, andhaveing the protection) 
*and fafetie of the State, were fooner pillaged, their 
howfes burnt, themfelves, their tenants and fervants 
killed and deftroyed, than any other, by direction 
of the faid Lords Juftkes. And by-the like direction 
when any Commander in cheefe of the Army, pro- 
mifed, or gave quarter or protection, the fame was 
in all cafes violated : and many perfons of Qualitie, 
who obtained the fame, were ruined before others ; 
others that came into Dublin voluntarily, and that 
could not'be juftly fufpe&ed of any crime, if Irifh- 
men or Cathoitques, by the.like direction were pilla- 
ged in Dublin^ robbed and pillaged abroad, -and 
brought to their tryall for their Lives. The cittyes 
of Dublin and Corto^ and * the ancient corporaf 
T % towr 
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-townes of Dr^gheda y Teoghal and Kingfale^ wha vo- 
luntarily received garrifons in your Majeftie's name, 
and the adjacent Countryes who relieved them, 
were worfe ufed, and now live in worfe condition 
than the Ifraelites did in Egypt; fo that it will be 
made appeare, that more murders, breaches of pub- 
liqua faith, *nd quarters, more deftru&ion and de- 
flation, more crueltie, not fitt to he named, were 
committed in Ire'and 9 by the direction and advife of 
the faid Lords Juftices and theire partie of the faid 
Councill in lefs than eighteene months, than can be 
parallelled to have been done by any Chriftian Peo- 
ple. 

14. The faid Lords Juftices and their Adherents 
have, againft the fundamental Lawes of the lande, 
procured the fitting of both Howfes of Parliament 
for feverall feflions, (nyne parts of ten of the n at u rail 
and genuine Members thereof being abfent, it Han- 
ding not with their fafety to come under their pow- 
er) and made upp a confiderable number in the 
Howfe of Commons of clerkes, fouldiers, ferveing 
men, and others, not legally, or not chofen at all, 
or returned, and having no manner of eftate within 
the Kingdom; in which fitting fundry orders were 
conceived, and difmiffes obteyncd of perfons before 
impeached of treafon in full Parliament^ and pafled 
or might have pafled fome ads againft law and to 
prejudice of your Majeftie, and this whole Natron. 
And dureing thefe troubles, Termes were kept, and 
your Majeftie's Court of Cheefe Place, and other 
Courts fate at Dublin to no other end or purpofe, 
but by falfe and illegal] judgments, outlawries and 
other capital! proceedings to attaint many thowfands 
of your Majeftie's moft faithfull fubjefts of this 
Kjngdome, they being never fummoned, nor have- 
ing notice of thofe proceedings ; and Sheriffs made 
of obfeure meane perfons, by the like practice, ap- 
pointed 
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pointed of purpofe ; and poore artificers, common 
foidiers and meniall fervants, returned Jurors, to 
pafs upon the lives and eftatesof thofe who came in 
upon proteftton and publiqut faith. 

Therefore the raid Catholiques, in the behalf© 
of themfelves and of the whole Kingdome of Ire- 
latid, doe proteft and declare againft the faid pro- 
ceedings in the nature of Parliaments, and in the 
other courts aforefaid, and every of them, as being 
heynous crimes againft law, deftru&ive to Parlia- 
ments and your Majeftie's Prerogatives and Authori- 
se, and the Rights and juft Liberties of your moft 
faithful fubje&s. 

Forafmucb, dread Soveraigne, as the fpeedy ap- 
plication of apt remedyes unto thefe grievances and 
heavie preffures, will tend to the fct dement and im- 
provement of your Majeftie's Revenue, the preven- 
tion of further effufion of blood, the prefervation 
of this Kingdome from defolation, and the content 
and (atisfa&ion of your faid fubjeds, who in manr- 
feftationof their duty and zeaJe to your Majeftie's 
.fervice, will be moft, willing and ready to imploy 
Unthtwfand m^t under the condu& of well experi- 
enced Commanders in defence of your Royal Rights 
and Prerogatives, . They therefore moft humbly be- 
fecch yourMajeftie, that you will vouchfafegratious 
anfwers to thefe their humble and juft icomplaynts, 
and for the efbabliflunent of your People fit a lafting 
peace and fecuritie, the faid Catbolkjucs doe moft 
.humbly pray, that yourMajeftie may lie further gra- 
tiouily pleafed to cail a free Parliament in this King- 
dome, in fuch convenient tyme as your Majeftie in 
your high* wifdome {hall think fat, and the urge ride 
of the prefent affayres of the faid Kingdome doth 
require ; and that tne faid Parliament be held in an 
indifferent place, fummtined by, and continued be- 
fore* feme perfon or Perfbns of Honour andJoruine, 
T 3 of 
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pf approved faith to ypur Majelftev an J acceptable 
to your people here, and to be timely placed by your 
Majeftie in this Government, which is moft necef- 
fary for the Advancement of your fervice, and pre- 
fent condition of the Kingdome : in which Parlia- 
ment, the faid Catholiques doe humbly pray thefe 
or other their grievances may be redreflcd, and that 
in the faid Parliament, a ftatute made in this King- 
dome in the -tenth yeare of King Henry the Sevenths 
commonly called fwyninfs A&, and all A&s explayn- 
ing, or inlarging the fame, be by a particular A£t 
iufpended during that Parliament, as it hath heme 
allready done in the eleventh yeare of*£>ue$ne Elizabeth^ 
upon occajions of far lefs moment than now doe offer 
themfehes ; and that your Majeftie, with the advice 
of the faid Parliament, will be pleafed to take a 
courfe for the further repealing, or further continu- 
ance of the faid Statutes, as may beft conduce to 
the advancement of your fervice here, and peace 
of this your Realme ; and that no matter, whereof 
complaint is made in this Remonftrance, may deb& 
'- Catholiques, or give interruption to their free votes, 
or fitting in the faid Parliament, and as in duty 
bound they will ever pray for your Majeftie's long 
and profperous raigne over them. 

Wee the undernamed being thereunto authorifed, 
doe prefent and figne this Remonftrance in the be- 
halfe of the Catholiques of Ireland, dated this 17 th

Right Honourable, 

UPON Friday laft, two of the Natives of this 
Country, men of good credit, came to my 
houfe, and informed me, that Hugh Boy> Mr. 77r- 
lagb 9 Mr. Henry O Neat? a Captain, "which came 
from Flanders about May laft, hath fince that time, 
had the chiefeft part of his refidence in Tyrone, at 
or near Sir Phelim Roe O NeaTs houfe, to which 
place, it hath been obferved, there hath been more 
than an ordinary, or former ufual refort of people 5 
fo frequent, that it has bred fome fufpition of evil 
intendments in the minds of fundry men of honeft 
inclinations: and thefe Gentlemen, . my authors do 
.fay, that they hold no good opinion of it, rather 
conftruing an evil intention to be the caufe thereof. 
. For my own part, I cannot tell what to make, or 
think of it. 

The Lord Maguire in all that time, as they in* 
.form me alfo, hath been noted to have very many 
rprivateHourneys to Dublin, to the Pale, into Tyrone, 
to Sir Phelim O NeaPs, and many other places thb 
year; which likewife gives diverfe of the country 
caufe to doubt, that fomething is in agitation tend- 
ing to no good ends. 

Upon Saturday laft, one of the fame Gentlemen 
came again to me, and told me, that as he was go* 
ing' borne the day before, He fent his footman a 

nearer 
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nearer way than the horfe way, who met with one of 
the Lord IniJkiUin's footmen, and demanded of him 
from whence he came ? Who made anfwer, That he 
came from home that morning ; and the other reply- 
ing, faid, You have made good hafte to be .here (o 
foon : to which he anfwered, That his Lord came 
home late laft night, and writ letters all that nighty 
and left not a man in or about his houfe, but he hath 
difpatched in feveraL ways ; and he hath fent me this 
way to Tirlagh Oge y Mac Hugh, and others alfo with 
letters, charging them to be with his Lordlhip this 
night at his houfe. 

Of which paffage I would have given your ho- 
nours (boner notice, but that I deemed it fit to be 
:£lent, in expectation that a little time would pro- 
duce fome better ground to afford me more matter to 
-acquaint your Honours withal* 

Whereupon this day I understood by one Hugh 
Maguire, that the faid Tirlagh Ogs 9 Mac-Hugh^ Con 
Connatight) Mac-Shane, Mac Enabb, Mae^Gwu and 
■OghUO Hofey reported themfelves to have been ap- 
pointed Captain* by his Lordfhip to raife jdbh, and 
ithat he had the nomination of feven- other Captains 
<o do the like, for to ferve under the King of Spain 
in Portugal ; and that one of theifaidCaptaifts name»- 
Jy the faid Con Connaught, entertained twelve men. 
What Authority or CommifEon there is^for this, h 
not here known, but it makes fome off *w, that are 

L~ the Briti/h 9 to ftand in many doubts mi opini- 
i concerning the fame; and the rather, for -thsft 
thofe three men fo named to be Captains, arefaco- 
Jcen men in their eftate* and fortunes, two of them 
•being fats Lordfirip*« near fcinfmenj and that if any 
evil, be intended, v they are conceived to fee as' apt 
•men to Unbrace and help therein, as any >of their 
-degree* in this Country. 

Thefc 
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Thefc matters feem the more ftrarige unto me, 
for that they are fo privately carried, and that upon 
Friday laft, I heard Sir Frederick Hamilton fay, that 
the Colonels, that at my laft being in Dublin were 
railing of their men to go for Spain, were fince ftayed 
by command out of England. 

I have now therefore fent this bearer purpofely by 
thefe to make known to your Lordfliips what I have 
hear4 in this bufmefs, which I humbly leave unto 
your Honors confideration, and defiring to know 
your pleafures herein, with remembrance of my 
moft humble fervice unto your Lordfliips, I will end 
thefe, and be ever

TH £ Houfe having talcen into fcrious Confe- 
deration a Commiffion under the Great Seal 
of this Kingdom, bearing date at Dublin the nth 
Day of February -, in the nth Year of his Majefty's 
(K. Charles Ift) Reign, by Colour whereof the late 
Court, commonly called, the High-commijjion Court, 
di.d aflume to itfelf an unlimitted Power over all his 
Majefty's Subje&s of this Kingdom, as well in 
Caufes Ecclejiaftical as Temporal, to the great and uni~ 
verfal Grievance and opprfjjion of his Majeftys People* 
and tending to the Subverfion of the fundamental 
Laws and Statutes of this Kingdom ; and this faid 
Commiffion and all the Parts thereof hath received 
fQur Days Debate at. a grand Committee of the 
whole Houfe, it is voted* upon Queftion, as follow- 
«th, viz. 

1 ft. The Branch in the faid Commiffion, autho- 
ring the Commiffioners for to enquire by Jury, or 
the Oaths of twelve Men, without any legal Writ* 
; or otherwtfe, at their Discretion, is not warranted 
by the Statute 2d Elizabeth* in the faid Commiffion 
recited, and is contrary to Law as the faid Branch

— 3dly. By another Article in faid Commiffion, the 
Cpmmiffioners are appointed to be Inquifitors and 
Judges, and to proceed arbitrarily in Cafes, not war- 
ranted by any Law or Statute.

Whereas by the faid Statute of the fecond 
of Q^ Elizabeth, the Warrant for naming Commif- 
fioners, or drawing the Commiflion* ought to be un- 
der the Great Seal : The Fiat of the faid Commifii- 
on, as appeareth by the Docquet thereof, was drawn 
by the verbal Direction only of the late * Lord Lieu*

fometime Lord Chief Baron of At Exchequer, —

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Judge, wfcofe Name I do not remember; and that 
among other Witnefle* then brought in againft him, 
there" was one Jefeph Trover fa Clerk, and one Mr, 
Michael Harrijtn, if I miftake not his Chriftiaa 
Name ; and that I heard feVeral Robberies and Mur- 
thers proved againft him, the faid Sir Phelim % (as JU 
that he, and his People, during their being in Arms, 
had done were then called) he having nothing mate- 
rial to plead in his own Defence ; and that the laid 
Judge, whofe Name I remember not, as above-faid, 
examined the faid Sir Phelim, about a Commiffion 
that the faid Sir Phelim fliould have had^frdm Char-* 
Us Stuart^ as the faid Judge then called the late King, 
for levying the faid War; that the faid Sir Phelim 
made Anfwer, that he never had any fuch Commit-

the faid Sir Phelim fliould be reftored to his Eftate, 
and Liberty ; but he anfwered that he could prove

All that I have written as above, I declare^ to be 
true, and am ready, if thereunto requiitd upon my 
corporal Oath, to atteft the Truth of every parti* 
cular 5 and in Teftimony thereof, do hereunto fub- 
fcribemy Hand, and affix my Seal this 28th Day of 
February 1681.

beyond the Expectation of all Men, have proceeded 
to far as, by Juries free from* all Exception, to In- 
dict the Lords Vifcounts Rocb, Mount^arret, Ikerrin, 
and Mufkerry, and the Barons of Dunboyne, and 
Cajlleconnell, with the Son and Heir of the Lord 
Cabir, Theobald Purcell Baron of Lough mae, Richard 
Butler of Kiilcajh Efq ; Brother to my very good 
Lord the Earl of Ormonde, with all other Baronets, 
Knights, Efquires, Gentlemen, Freeholders* and

WHEN the Irijh Forces arrived in Argyle f s 
Bounds in Scotland, our General-Major, Alex- 
ander Macdonnel^ fentfuch of his Majefty's Commif- 
fions and Letters tothofe to whom they were direc- 
ted ; although for the prefent none was accepted on \ 
which caufed our General-Major and thofe Forces 
to march into Badenochj where they raifed the Coun- 
try with them ; and from thence to Gaftle-Blaire in 
Atholy where the Lord Marquefs of Montroje came 
unto and joined them with fome other fmall Forces. 
From thence they marched St. Johnflon, where the 
Enemy had gathered together 8000 Foot and 800 
Horfe, with nine Pieces of Cannon, his Majefty*s 
•Army not having fo much as one Horfe : For that 
Day the Marquefs oi Montr of e went on Foot himfelf 
with his Target and Pike; the Lord Kilpunt com- 
manding the Bow-men, and our General-Major of 
the Irijh Forces commanding his three Regiments. 
The Armies being drawn up on both Sides, thev 
both advanced together; and' although the Battle 
continued for fome Space, we loft not one Man on 
our Side, yet ftill advanced, the Enemy being 3 or 4 
to one : Howfoever, God gave us the Day ; the 
Enemy retreating with their Backs towards Us, that 
Men might have walked upon the dead Corps to the 
Town, being two long Miles from the Place wherfe 
the Battle was pitched, *The Cfcace Continued fro* 
X 8o'Clr 
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& o'Cfock in the Morning till 9 at Night : All their 
Cannon, Arms, Ammunition, Colours, Drums, 
Tents, Baggage, in a Word, none of thetnielves 
nor Baggage efcaped our Hands, but their Rorfe 
and fuch of the Foot as were taken Prifoners within 
the City. This Battle, to God's Glory, and our 
Prince's Good, was fought the firft Dcy of Septem- 
ber. 

From thence w*e marched ftraight to Aberdeen? 
only furprifing fuch as witbftooius, with little or 
no (kirmiftung, till the 13th of the fame Month at 
Aberdeen, the Covenantors of the North had gather- 
ed themfelves together, to the N umber of 3000 
foot and 500 Horfe, with three. Pieces of Cannon. 
We had then about 80 Horfe ; The Battle being 
fairly pitched, it -continued for a long Space, and 
,the Enemy behaved themfelves far better than the 
did at Jobylon. Yet we loft not that Day above 4, 
hut the Enemy were altogether cut off, unlefs fome 
few that hid themfelves in the City. The Riches 
of that Town and the Riches they g,ot before hath 
made all our Soldiers Cavaliers. This Battle heing 
ended, only our Manner of going down to Battle 
and how each commanded, I omit till it be drawn, 
and fet down in a more ample Manner ; now ten- 
dering only a Brevity of our Proceedings; for if I 
ihould write the whole Truth, all that hath been 
done by our Army would be counted moil miracu- 
lous ', which I proteft I will hut {hew in the leaft 
Manner J can, leaving the reft to the Report of the 
Enemy themfelves. 

After this Battle, we marched towards the High- 
lands again, fo far as to Cojile Blaire^ where I_was 
font to sfrdamuragby with a Party to relieve the Cat- 
tle of Uigwy and the Caftle of Laugheline \- Migary 
.CaftleJhavinga Leaguer about it, which was raifed 2 
•r 3 Days before I could come fcothem ; at which 

Time 
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Time the Captain of Clmronald, with all his Meri 

1'oin'd with Clancoo Men, and others, who had an 
inclination to his Majeity's Service. 

In the mean Time, while I was interefled upon 
the: Services, the Marquefs of Montrofe marched 
back to the Low-lands, aknoft the fame Way that 
he marched before, till they came to a Place called 
Fivy in the Shire of Aberdeen, where Argy.e, with 
1 6 Troops of Horfe and jooo Foot marched up, 
and upon a very plain Field Argy'e was moft (hame- 
fully beaten out of the Field ; and had it not been for 
his Horfe, they had fuffered as deeply as (he reft ; 
fo that there was not on our Side any Hurt done, but 
on their Side, theyJoft many of their beft Horfe and 
moft of all their Commanders hurt; and the Earl 
Marefchars Brother killed. After the Armies fepa- 
rated* the Lord Marquefs marched again to Caflle- 
Blaire in Atkol, where I met again with him and luch 
of the Highlands as had joined with me, the Day of 
Flvi was on O&ober, 28th. 

From CafiU-Blenre, we marched^ to Glanurgbyes, 
called AftCallin, M % Conaghy, which Lands we all 
burn'd and preyed from thence to Lares alias Laufevi; 
and burn'd and prey'd all this Country from thence 
to Aghenbraeke**, whofe Lands and Coutrtry were 
burn'd and prey'd ; and fo throughout all Jfrgyle, we~ 
left neither Hotife nor Hold imburned, nor Corn 
nor Cattle that belonged to the whole Name of 
Campbell. Such of his Majefty's Friends as lived 
near them joined with us. We then marched to 
Loughaber, where Mr. Alane came and joined us, but 
had but few of his Men with him. From thence 
we marched to Glengarry, where the Lord ofden- 
garry joined with us. At this Place we got Intelli- 
gence that Argyle, Ahenbracke, and the whole Name 
of Campbell, with all their Forces, and a great Num- 
ber vi Lowland- men with them* were cone to Zw* 
X % ht 
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loughy in Loughaber, following us. Tins caufed iw 
to make a counter- march the neareft Wav over the 
Mountains, till we came within Mulket-fnot of the 
Caftle of Inverlougby ; . it then being Night, fo that 
the Enemy flood to their Arms all Night, the Sen- 
tries fkirmifhing together^ By this Place of Inver* 
hugby* the Sea comes clofe to it, and that Night Ar- 
gyle embarked himfelf in his Barge, and there lay 
till the next Morning, fending his Orders of Dis- 
cipline to Aghenbxacke and the reft of the Officers 
there, commanding the Battle ; which on both Sides 
being pitched, and their Cannon planted, the Fight 
began ; the Enemy giving Fire on us on both Sides, 
both with Cannon and Muficets to their little avail. 
For only two Regiments of our Army, playing with 
Muflcet-fhot, advane'd till they recovered Argylfs 
Standard, and the Standard-bearer, at which their 
whole Army broke, which were fo hotly purfued 
both with Foot and Horfe, that little or none of the 
whole Army efcaped us, the Officers being the &ft 
that were cut, off. 

There Aghenbracke was killed, with 16 or 17 of 
the Chief Lords of Campbell* their other Low-land 
Commanders ("only jwo Lieutenant-Colonels) all 
cut off j four others of the Name of Campbell taken 
Prifoners, as. Bearbrick % the young Laird Carrindel* 
tnverleen Captain, Son .of Eniftefinthy and divers 
others that got Quarter being Men of Quality. We 
loft but 2 or 3 that Day j this was fought the 2d. of 
February. '

May it pleafe your Majefty. * 

WHereas divers of vour Majeftie's Officers 
and Mi n ifters ot State in your Kingdom 
of Ireland namely. Sir William Parfons^ Jatc one 
of your Lords Juftices of ttiat your Kingdom, Sir 
Adam Loftusy Sir John Temple^ and Sir Robert Me~ 
redith 9 have by divers waies and meanes abufed 
the truft repofed in them by your Majefty in their 
feveral office^ and employments, and trayteroufly 
have endeavoured to draw "your "Majeftie s Army 
Y therr 
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there from your obedience to fide with the Re- 
bells in this your Kingdom .of England now in 
armes againft you, whom they have by all meanes 
countenanced and upheld againft your Majefty, wc 
have thought our felves obliged, according to the 
duty of our allegiance, to accufe the faid ill Mi- 
nifters of their crimes and mifdemeanours, that 
they may receive condigne punifhment for the fame, 
ana to that purpofe do prefent unto your Majefty 
thefe particulars following : 

1. That contrary to their duty and allegiance 
to your Majefty, and their oath as Privy Councel- 
lours, they have taken and ' pubTiihed fcandalous 
examinations of your Majefty, thereby endeavour- 
ing to afperfe your facred Majefty as author of the 
Woody Rebellion in Ireland. 

2. That Robert Goodwin and Robert Reynolds^ 
two Members of the Houfe of Comm6ns, and 
perfons ill affefled to your Majeftie's fervice, being 
fent by the Parliament here about November laft 
into' that Kingdom, endeavouring to raife a party 
in the Army there^ againft your Majefty, were by 
them countenanced and upheld in that aftion : 
And notwithstanding a charge of treafon and o- 
ther high crimes and mifdemeanours were put in 
againft the faid Goodwin and Reynolds by many

3. That they have at (everal times uttered manv 
reproachful! and difhonourable fpeeches againft - 
your Majefty, vilifying your power, and counte- 
nancing and commending the caoife and carriage 
of the Rebels he/e.in. armes againft your Maje^- 
fty, thereby endeavouring to deftroy your Majeftie's 
power and authority with- your Army in that .King* 
dom. , . 

4. That the faid Sir W, Par/ons prcfently after 
the happy vi&ory obtained by your Majefty againft 
the Rebels in the battel at' EdgbiH, did publick- 
ly, with a great feeming content and defire it 
mould be foe, report, that your Majefty was killed 
and gone, repeating it divers times. 

5. That many great fums of money, r*ifed in this 
Kingdom for nrpport of your Majeftie's Arm^. 
there, being paid to Sir Adam Laftus in the cur* 
rent coine of this Kingdom, he for private lucre, 
and contrary to the truft repofed in him, hath 
changed the fame, and paid the Army in Dollar s, 
and other German coine at 4J. 6d. the peece, where- 
as he bought the fame at 3 s. 6. and \.d. the peece* 
thereby enriching himfelf to the great prejudice of 
the foldiers, arid impoverifhing of the' whqle,&jng- 
dom. 

6. That the faid Sir John .Temple did in the 
month of May Iaft and June inftant write two 
traiterous and fcandalous letters againft your Ma- 
jefty to the faid Goodwin and Reynolds j which let- 
ters have been fince read at the dofe Committee* 
and ufe made of them to caft falfe afperfions upon 
your Majefty, as fomenting and favouring the Re- 
bels in Ireland. 

7. That one Jerome, a Preacher, in or about, 
the month of February laft, having at Dublin 

Y 2 preached 
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preached a tralterous and feditious fermon, againft 
your Majefty and your Royal Coiifort the Queen, 
in the pulpit, was. by the Archbifhop of Dublin 
impeached of treafon in the Houfe of Lords, the 
Parliament being then fitting, and was for the 
fame and by them committed. The Houfe be- 
ing adjourned foon after by the Lords Juftices, the 
faid Jcwme was by them and their parties aforefaid 
fet at liberty, and being fent hither into England 
is now with the Rebels in Manchefler y where he 
now remaines, continuing his traiterous and railing 
manned of preaching againft your Majefty, and 
juftifying his fermons preached in Ireland^ and 
applauding the faid Juftices and their confederates 
For their affections t6 the Parliament.

When many notorious Offenders have \fulmittei 

them/elves to your Majeftie's Mercie, and have been 

accepted, and have had their Par Ions, and have putt 

in good Affurance to' be at all Times anfiverable to 

your Laws i the chiefeft Rebble (\vhofe Followers 

they were) hath been countenanced 2nd borne put, by 

your State, to robb and fpoile, burn and kill thefc 

poor Men, who did thus fubmil themfelves. When 

they have very pitifully complained againft that 

Arch-Rebble and his Complices, of thefe Outrages, 

they have been fharply rebuked and reproved for tneir 

' Speeches, and' left void' of all Remedy hrthier LoJJei: 

So as, in the End, they have mtfdeTetfripn to have 

Licence', by their own Means, and Help of their 

Friends, to recover their Goods from the Rebble* ; 

they have been rejefted and utterly difcomforted : Ttet 

neverthelefs remained dutiful Subjects, although they 

fee that fuch as continue notorious Malefaclors are ?n 

Jarr y more Safety, than;" they, who dtptnd Upon jdur 

ltfajejiie 9 * 'Defence. 

For it is well to be proved, That, in one of your 
'Majeftie's Civil Shires, there lived an/r/^Mah, 
peaceably and quietly, as a good Subject, many 
Years together, whereby, he grew unto great 
! Wealth; which his Landlord thirfting after, (and 
Jdefirous to move him from Kis Land), entered into 
: Praaifce with the Strife of the Shire to dijfateh 
this fimple Man, and divide his Goods between, them ; 
they fent one of his own Servants for him, and he 
coming with his Servant, they prefehtly took his 
Man who was their Meflenger, and hanged him : 
And* keeping the Maft$r Prisoner, went immedi- 
ately to his Dwelling, viAJhatedhis SuBftanee (which 
'.was of great Value) between them) turning his 

Wife 
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JVife and many Children to Begging. After they 
have kept him faft for a Seafori with the Sheriff, 
they carried him to: the Cattle of Dublin, where he 
lay by the fpace of two or three Terms \ and having 
no Matter obje&ed againft him, whereupon to l?e 
tried by Law, they, by their Credit and Counte- 
nance, (beirigboth Engltjh Gentlemen, and he, who 
was the Landlord, the chiefeft Man in the. Shire) 
.informed the Lord Deputy fo hardly of him as.that, 
without IndiSlment or Tryall, they executed him* to the 
great Scandie of your Majeftie's State there, and 
Impeachment of vour Laws. 

For if this Man had been fuch an Offender as 
. they urged, why was he not tried by prdinarje Courfe 
. of Law* wherebv good Eximple; pf Juftice might 
. have been {hewed, and your Highriefs benefitted* by 
.his Wealth, w';ich tbeyjltarid?^ But to cutt him off, 
'by martfellLaw, who was a good Houfhoulder, in- 
habiting a civill Countrie, always liable to Law, 
and laft impriforred at Dublin, (where all the Laws 
of that Land have their Head) was, in my Conceit, 
t rather Rigour, than ^Juftice* "For, !as. aiaj-tiair .Law 
is very neceflkrie/ arid (in'my Opinipri) ought tQbc 
..jrantedjp all Governors of remote and fayage Places, 
where your Majeftfe's Laws are not received, with 
all other AuthofFtie and Power fcverally and (barply 
x to cut* off, or punirfh Offenders,' according to the 
• Qualitie of their Offehce, juntill fuch Time as the 
People fhall becomecivill a{id imbrac^ the Laws and 
- peacealii. Living, l (jjtor 1 till, then, they are jiot to lie 
. goyerped, wi^hou^tjve like? Mraftre of Juftfce:) So, 
' to. ufe the- fame, where the People tire civilland obedi-^ 
$nt to , other Laws, "1? v$ry f indireel, and favours of' 
Cruelty. And yet this, and thi like exemplary juftice, 
is mimfired to your Majejlifs poor Svbje&s there, who 
(if they have once teen Qgehdttiy lire ^cj.ttrp^Jo 
' [ :' , ..r\ '. \.." -.'I' 1 '". • bone/fly 
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haneftly afterwards, if they grow to Any Wealth) if* 
fure, by one indireft Means or other, /* be cutoff*. 
When there have been Means made to an aged 
Gentleman, (never Traytor againft your Majeftie, 
neither be, nor any of his Anceftors^ and dwelling in 
one of the remoteft Barm of your Kingdome) to come 
in, to your State ; and that the hard Courfes ufed to 
others made him demand Security for his coming in, 
which hath been fent unto him, by great Oaths and 
Protections delivered by the Meflcnger, (whereof 
. he .hath accepted, and thereupon come in:) Yet not- 
wtbftanding all this promifed Safetie, this aged Gen- 
tleman hath been detevned rrifoner^* Tears, and 
to yet remaineth. And his Impfifonment is the only: 
Colour to fatisiie your Majefty for a wonderful great 
Charge, which your Majeftie and your Subjects were 
then putt unto. But his Deteyning, cbntrary to 
Promifes, hath bredd great Fear in all or moft of his 
Sorte, in thofe Partes, of crediting what your State 
there {haMpromife. 

When, upon the Death of a great Lord of a 
Countrie, there hath been another nominated, cho- 
feri and created j he bath been entertained wither/ 
Speeches, taken down into his Countrie ; and, for 
the Offences of other Men, Indi&ments have been 
•framed againft him ; whereupon he hath been found 
guilty, and fo loft his Life: Which hath breddf fuch 
a Terrour to other great Lords, of like Meafures, 
as maketh them ftand upon thofe Terms which now 
they doe. 

When there hath been a Stratagem ufed for the 
taking into your Majeftie's Hands a young Youth, 
the Heire of a great Countrie, by whofe taking his 
whole Countrie would have been held in Obedience ; 
(the Pra&ize whereof was moft good and commen- 
dable :) Yet, afier the obteyning of him, his Manner 
of Ufage was moft dijbonourable and dif commendable, 

and 
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and neither allowable before God or Man.— My 
Reafons are tbefe : * He being* young, and taken by 
this Stratagem,, having never offended, was impri- 
soned with great Severjtie ; many Irons laid upon 
him, as if he had been a notable Traytor and Male-r 
fatSlor, and kept ftill amongft thofe who ever were 
ever notorious Traitors agaip ft your Majeftie; ha-, 
vuig no other Cpunfel nor Advice iv>r Company but 
theirs :. What Good could come to this young Man 
for his Education amongft fucbj. I humoly refer to 
your Highnefs. 

The taking of him, as is aforefaid, was moft com- 
pne'ndable, and for the Good of the Country, fo he 
had l*een brought up in this Manner; presently to 
have been fent unto your Majeftie ; to have been 
inffru&ed in the Fear of God ; to have known his 
Puty towards your Majefty; and to have been ftir* 
niflfed with all pecelferie Parts for a Gentleman ; 
and as your Majeftie ihould-have found his Difpofrr 
tion ; So, either to have detained, him here, or fent 
him -Home into his Country; whbfe good Ex- 
ample (by his virtuous training up) might have done 
God and your Majeftie much good Service in thofe 
Partes. 

. I have been the more bould to difcover unto your 
Majeftie the difhonourable managing of your Service 
there, by the indire£t cutting off of fundrie your • 
Majeftie's poor Subjects; beeaufe it pleafed your High* 
nets (many Ytarsjince) to impart unto me how much you 
abhorred to have your People there dealt vj'ithal by any 
Pra&izet but only upright Jufticei by your Majeftie* s 
Laws and Forces : Which, being otherwife handled, 
I defire to make known unto your Majeftie, and 
your moft honorable Counfell, for Redrefs thereof. 
. But I feare that they, who have well liked that hard 
Courfe, and have been Pradizers of the fame, will 

inform 
* E.of Tyreconnell. 
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inform ^ourMajcftic, That thofe' People zrefo bad 
as it is no 1 Matter of. Cmfcienceto tut* them iff any way 

bowfieven: Which is, in my Opinion, for none but 
Tyrants and beggarly Primes to imitate. Butyour 
Majeftie, being of fo great Power to offend the 
mightieft Kings of the World, and to revenge your- 
felfe upon them, may, with much Honor, fupprefs 

.your own Vaflals, oy your Highnefs's Laws and 

> Forces, wherewith you are at Charge in- thofe Partes, 

• for that Purpofe. . 

Thefe principal! Inftruments, as the Lord Deputies 

• and they who have Been his /tfftftants in thefe djhonejl 
. Praftizesy have not only ufed thefe bad Means a- 
. gainflthofe poor remote and favage People ; but have 
..done all their Endeavour (fo iarr as in them lay) to 

difcoirfort and difcredit your Majeftie*s beft Servi- 
tors, jUving there under their Commands : Becaufe 
they rhijliked to execute fucb unjuji PracJizes and Device s y 
and to allow of their covetous, unconfcionable and djhono- 
rablc'Gettings. 

I am emboldened, mqft gracious Sovereigne, to 
declare thus much ; becaufe., not only my poor felfe 
(one of the meaneft in that Place of Service) have 

• been partaker of it ; but fame of your Majeftie's 
chief Officers alfo have tailed the inwfcreet Bitternefs ' 
of the two laft Lord Deputies ; as, namely, Sir Ro- 
bert Gardiner , in his Place of Juftice a moft worthy 
Man, and void of all manner of Corruption ; and 
Sir Richard Bingham^ in his place of Government, 
again Whome (even within his own Jurifdi<Sion ) 

: Traitors have bee^ri ftborned and/countenanced by 
them ; and the like? in Nature, though not in Qua- 
litie, hath been- done myfelf. And, as for Sir Richard* 
there was never Man in this Place that hath done 
your Majeftie like* honorable Service, without en- 
creafe or Charge. -For my own Parte, I leave the 
Report* of my SerVtee to fuchfe know it and have 

feen 
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feen it : Yet have they not only done me Unjoftice 
. there ; but have alio ufed their beft Friends and Cre- 
dit here to obfeure my good Deferts, and to make me 
(as farr as in them lieth) a Man to be hated of your 
Majeftic, depreffing me with all their might and 
authority there, and croffing me with all their Abi- 
lity and Malice here : Not because I have flacked, 
or not performed your Majeftie's Service at any Time, 
but that I have, aforetime, and now, difcovered unto 
your Highnefs their difhonourable Dealings and in- 
tolerable Corruptions. 

And I defire not that your Majeftie fliould either 
Amply credit me, in this my plain detecting them, 
nor them in excufing themselves : But if it pleafe 
your Highnefs to appoint Commiffioners in that 
Realm, for the Trial! j if I prove not direilly all that 
ever I have here declared + let me bfe your graiious Favour 
for Ever*

AS it hath been pretended by Clarendon,, Carte* 
and others, that King Charles lid's having 
taken the Covenant in Scotland^ in 1650, (by which 
the Roman Catholic Religion was to be extirpated, 
and the Peace of 1648 annulled) was not what pro- 
voked the Popijh Bifhops in James'Jlown, and Gcdway 
that Year, to excommunicate all thofe of their Com- 
munion, who (hould afterwards adhere to, or affift, 
the Marquis of Ormonde ^ (althp' thefe Bifhops alledg- 
ed That, as one of the principal Caufes of their 
having done, fo in their Declaration annexed to faid 
Excommunication ^) Nay, and as it is pretended by the 
fame Writers that both thefe Bifhops and the Mar- 
quis himfelf were totally ignorant of .the, King's 

having 



havrng taken ' fuch a Step at that JunAure; the 
^Contrary will inconteftably appear by the following 
Obfervations. 

i ft. The King himfelf, after he had taken the 
Covenant, wa« fenfible, that the Scots would imme- 
diately fend Notice to the Irijh Papi/ls, of his ha- 
ving doneyi, in order to difunite them/; om 9 and in- 
terne them againft % the Marquis of Ormonde : For, 
in hi$ Conference with Dr. King on this Subject, he 
tells him, " his Enemies might make a great Advan- 
*' tage by it, to interrupt his Affairs there, and to 
% < alien the Irijbfrom him, although, fays be, they 
€C intended to deftroy them." Carte's Colle&. of 
the Duke of Ormonde's Papers, p. 392. " The Ob-

ment therefore, he then l^newj " nor from any 
** other, how far the Peace (1648) is concerned in 
" that Accord; fo that" adds he, " for Want of 
*' Knowledge of what hath paffed in that Particular, 
** great Advantage is left to.fuch as are induftrious 
€K to withdraw this People (the Irijh) from their Al- 
" legiance, by infufing into them a Belief, that his

My very good Lord* 

" A LthougK the general difpatch, which, by 
" JTXk command of the lords here* was fent into 

" Can* 
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Comaught, might come into your hands, an J by 
that your lordfliip might have gathered how we 
are neceffitated, and how juft motives we had to 
take up arms ; yet I thought it very fit to give 

Jrour J>ordfhip a particular account of our occa- 
ions and proceedings, that I might eftablifh in 
your Lord (hip a firm affection to affift a caufe, 
wherein you are. equally interefted. Firft, it is 
not unknown to your lordfliip how the puritan 
faction of Englijk, fence, by "the countenance of 
the Scottijh army, they invaded the royal power, 
have bothjn their doctrine and practice laid the 
foundation of the flavery of this kingdom ; they 
teach, that the laws of England, if they men- 
tion Ireland, are, without doubt, binding here ; 
and the parliament hath wholly affirmed the ma- 
nagement of the affaires of this kingdom as a 
right of preheminence due to it ; and what 4nay 
be expected from fuch zealous and fiery profeflions 
of an adverfe religion, but the ruin and extirpa- 
tion of ours ? Then your lordfliip will obferve, 
how fit inftruments the ftate here have been to 
further all inftructions to our disadvantage. 
When firft this action was difcovered, moft of 
the lords towards Dublin r to whom the defign was 
communicated, reforted to the juftices for arms, 
thinking, at that time, the Irijh had revived the 
old quarrel, and thought to expel us, who thefe 
four hundred years have been poffefled of the moft 
considerable parts of this kingdom ; but theyj 
who, in conformity to the refolution of their pa- 
trons, the parliament of England, determining 
to fijpprefs our religion, put fome few arms into 
our hands with that caution and diffidence, that 
it was a blefling from God the Irijh had propofed 
to themfelves fair ends 5 for, otherwife, by the

M to feek new dwellings." 

u My lord, the caufe Is, God's, in the firft place; 
" and 1 know you too noble to fubje<Sc the merits of 
" your anceftors, and the eftate which you derive

" bodies of their enemies, to be fubjedl to the dif- 
* 4 pofe of any other parliament than their own ; or 
" that we fhould fee the majefty of our prince fo 
" far abridged of the rights of it, as that his fub-

** Thefe, my lord, are the grievances we refentj 
" and redrefs of them the principal thing both the 
" commanders, of the catholic army and we do look

<c in fo neceffary a work, will contribute your aflift> 
%i ance, and will value, beyond all refpeits, the 
** name of a zealous catholic and a true patriot, and 
<c feek to reftore to its former luftre the much obfeu-

I Have ufed my beft induftry for your Majeftie's 
fervice to find out the firft caufes and grounds 
of thefe unhappy commotions, and, what might be 
their chief aime, and defires that are in a&ion. 
And this inclofed is newly fent .me from very-able 
and intelligent perfons, which, in difebarge of my 
duty, I held moft ncceffary to convey fpeedily to 
your Maiefty. 

The firft motives and trte increafe of ihefe dif- 
tempers are offered to be proved by ther teftimo-

I exprefs no- , 
ing of knowledge ©r charge in particular againft 
them, but bv way of caution, and 5 db hope they 
With the reft will be brought to a fit conformity 
to your Royal Will and Government, whenfoever 
your Majefty (hall be pleafed to fend my Lord Lieu- 
tenant over, or Commiffioners that fhall be of hon- 
our and worth to informe them of your Majeftie's

-which in my opinion can be of no, other ufev but 
the more firmly to upite and combine this wholes 
Kingdom for their conference and their om*< 
prefervationsj befides K the drawing' in forces from* 
foreign parts, who may be ready to affift in .this 
caufe, that would not countenance Rebelrioaupon . 
other pretexts* I hope your MajefHeVwifibmani< 
gracious goodnefs, for preservation of thou£«ds of 
your Subjects lives, willdice& a juft and moderate 
courfe between thofe intentions, and the hi^r de- 
mands of them her? as they, were delivered me, 
that may bring a good and happy coocliifk)a tO' 
thefe unfortunate troubles, to your Majcftic's hon- 
our 
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our and glory, and the peace andfaftty of all your 
Dominions, Wr. 

I have prefumed far upon your Majeftie's pa- 
tience, for which I humbly crave your pardon and 
a favourable interpretation, that nothing fallen
